“ Mickey-Mouse” Zionism. 

THE term “ Apology " has recently, during one of the latest 
of the Parliamentary Elections, taken to itself something of 
its first meaning. Originally, the word stood much more as 
indicating explanation or defence than regret for something 
said or done. In this sense the meeting of Honorary Officers 
and Representatives of Zionist Societies convened by the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and lLreland, held at Jews’ 
College on Sunday afternoon last, was largely, in the nature 
of an Apology, and mainly to The Jewish Chronicle. We 
cordially recognise the distinction. A number of representatives 
of official Zionism attended the meeting and delivered addresses 
on the recent negotiations with His Majesty’s Government and 
on the Prime Minister's letter to Dr. WEIZMANN, giving a result 
of those negotiations. The speeches formed a strange concatena- 
tion of views and opinions, of statements and of conclusions 
so bewildering as to leave nothing more nearly comparable to 
them than the famous “ Mickey-Mouse ” diversions of the cinema 
screen. It was just as difficult to follow the vagaries indulged 
in by the various speakers as it is to follow the cleverly 
contrived antics of the little rodents who figure in the 
representation referred to. Before, however, alluding in any 
detail te some of the other statements made, we desire to say 
a word about the speech made by Dr. M. D. EDER, who presided, 
He is President of the English Zionist Federation, and explained 
that one of the reasons for the meeting was that The Jew ish 
' Clironicle did not, in Viis opinion, give an entirely unbiased view 
of what was going on in Zionist circles. If this be true, there 


is, nothing surprising in, it. - Because a complaint which we 
have persistently made in respect to matters Zionist for years 
past is precisely that those responsible for the movement have 
taken care to work in secret and “ carry on darkly,” so that no 
one, however interested m Zionism, could obtain adequate 
knowledge of all that was proceeding in what Dr. EDER calls 
Zionist cireles,” and he means really a few chosen persons, one 
of them himself, to whom the confidences of Zionist policy are 
revealed. Our surpriseisthat with this handicap we have managed 
as has been shown in the result, to present Zionist affairs ‘to 
our readers as judicially as we have. Be that as it may, how- 
ever, the President of the English Zionist Federation proceeded 
in the course of his speech to make an even far more astounding 
statement. It was so little unbiased as to be quite untrue. He 
said that a few weeks ago the Executive of his Federation, 
having decided to pass certain resolutions, the 
with the Editor of The Jewish Chronicle 
end asked him whether he would publish the resolutions. 
The Editor replied, so Dr. EDER asserted, that he would do so 
if they agreed with the Editor’s views or if they suited him. 
Let us say at once that there is not an atom of truth in this 
statement, that anything of-the kind would belie the life- 
long policy of this journal, and that Dr. EDER has evidently 
been entirely What really happened was that the 
Secretary communicated with a member of the Staff, and 
enquired whether if he sent in to the ofiice the terms of 
some resolutions which it was proposed to submit to a 
held, they would be published. In 
what we submit was a perfectly correct 
that if he would forward the resolutions after they 
were passed and in due course, they would be considered for the 
purpose of being included in our columns that week. Not a 
word, not a syllable was said by way of proviso, such as Dr. 
EDER declared; and when he went on to tell the meeting that 
“the Editor did not put them in exactly as they were carried 
at the meeting,” who would believe that the resolutions were, in 
fact, printed in our then current issue, and although not in 
verbatim form as they were passed or as they were sent on to 
us, yet so in accord with their actual terms that it would 
puzzle even a keen Pilpulist to find the least ground for 
complaint on that score. Reading the resolutions as they

were printed in our columns, indeed, we make bold te 
say that their object and purport must thus have been 
far more easily understood by the public than they wou!'d 


have been had they been published in their original form. 
Dr. EDER finally complained in reference to the resolutions that 
they were inserted in our “own way” and with a heading of 
What on earth does he expect of newspapers? Is it 
not precisely the function of newspapers to publish all their news 
in their own way, as he terms it, and with headings chosen by 
themselves, providing, of course, that the way” or the heading” 
does not misinterpret the facts. And we challenge Dr. EpDER, 
who has now gained his rightful place as the leader of “ Mickey- 
Mouse" Zionism, to show that the “way” in 


our own. 


which the 


resolutions in question were published, or the heading 
supplied for them, in the remotest misrepresented them 
or those who passed them. With that we can leave 
Dr, EDER'S monition concerning newspaper ethics to 
take care of itself. But his inexactness in other 
matters is really appalling. He tells us for example that 


there was no claim on the part of official Zionist speakers or 
writers, that the letter addressed by Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD 
to Dr. WEIZMANN was a victory. He must have poorly 
equipped sources of information, or a wretchedly faulty memory. 
Otherwise he could not, for instance, have forgotten how the Nex 
Judea, which is the organ of the Zionist Organisation, in its issue 
of February last ,declared inter alia that “the PRIME MINISTER'S 
letter to Dr. WEIZMANN marks a considerable and welcome 
change in the situation created by the White Paper in respect 
to the Jewish National Home.” Was that to acknowledge defeat 
for Dr. WEIZMANN, or to claim for him victory as the result of 
the negotiations? Again, says that organ, “ the chief objection 
to some features of the White Paper, the misinterpretation of 
the Mandate, the unjust insinuations and irrelevant allegations 
against the Jewish Agency and Jewish labour are removed by 
the explanations of the Prime MINISTER.” Yet once again, 
the New Judea gives it as its opinion that Dr. WEIZMANN’s 
comment to the effect that the Prom MrIvisTeR’s letter 
" ye-established the basis for co-operation with the Mandatory 
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Power upon which our policy is founded, is fully justified by 
the tone and the substance’’—mark the words “tone and 
substance "' !—" of the new document.” Surely we have quoted 
enough from this official organ of the Zionist Organisation to 
show how amply Dr. EDER has fulfilled his new-made position 
as leader of “ Mickey-Mouse” Zionism. But we would submit 
just one other imstance. Dr. ROSENBLUETH is one of the 
prominent members of the Executive of the World Organisa- 
tion, and in the course of a speech (writing from memory 
we believe ib was at Manchester), he declared that the 
obtaining by Dr. WEIZMANN of the letter to him from the PRIME 
MINISTER was as great a victory for the Zionist Cause as even the 
Balfour Declaration, if not a greater. At least, so he was 
reported to have said by that most reliable organ (we again write 
from memory), the Manchester Guardian. Yet Dr. EDER 
declares that no claim for victory was made on the part of 
Zionists! “We were not out to obtain victories,” added Dr. EDER 
in a fine burst of righteous frenzy, and all we can say about that 
is that, if Dr. WEIZMANN and his colleagues thus viewed their 
position as negotiators on behalf of the movement, then, in the 
language of Carlyle, if accounts for much! How, however, 
anvone at the same time can claim the result of the negotia- 
tions to have been successful for Dr. WEIZMANN, when thew did 
not even touch upon such vital topics as the proposed Legislat- 
ive Council for Palestine, or the Development Scheme—well, it 
is a'l part of the dazzling farcicality of what we have ventured 
to term © Mickey-Mouse”™ Zionism. For it is admitted that 
those subjects both of which Dr. WEIZMANN had strenuously 
denounced as adumbrated in the Passfield Paper were not 
reached in the negotiations with the Government, and so were 
not referred to in Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD'S letter. Yet 
the Zionist leader: declared himself “ satisfied” with that 
document, setting forth the Government's interpretation of 
the White Paper! His followers are of course also “ satisfied” ! 

Is our denomination of the official apologies uncalled 
for? Set side by side with what Dr. EDER had to cay 
the speech of his colleague, Professor BRODETSKY. He will 
not, for his part, have it said that there were any negotiations 
at all between the Zionists and the Government. He wishes it to 
be distinctly understood that the letter of the PRIME MINISTER 
represented an act on the part of the Government, and did not 
invo:ve any corresponding statement on the part of the Zionists. 
Well, if there is any rational meaning to be attached to those 
words, Professor BRODETSKY himself supplied the only 
reasonabic one when he said that the letter of the Prive 
MINISTER was not in the nature of a result of negotiations, 
but was an offer on the part of the Mandatory Power aftcr 
hearing what Zionists had to say! There was, however, another 
voice—another antic display—at this meeting. It ‘was by 
Mr. LEONARD STEIN. He declared that discussions with the 
Government were not at an end, but that outstanding political 
and other matters would be further discussed. This is not 
only contrary to what the PRIME MINISTER has definitely 
stated, but it seems, judging from another official speech, 
to allude not in the most ingenuous manner only to the 
certainty of ordinary negotiations being ‘arriced on 
between the Zionist Organisation and the Colonial Office, 
which have been the rule ever since, under the Mandate, the 
Jewish Agency was set up, and to have no reference whatsoever 
to the pohey of the Gevernment or the Passfield White Paper 
or, indeed, to the negotiations which Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD 
has declared to be ended. Mr. STEIN, we observe, charged 
against The Jewish Chronicle its creating what he termed 
“a defeatist spirit.” It is a cheap charge, and was made very 
threadbare during the War. It was the ready allegation cast 
at those who, in any of the belligerent countries, refused 
to support the official view of any particular war policy. 
But really, Mr. STEIN must for the moment have forgotten 
to what he was referring. For, far from urging ~ defeatism ” as 
it is called, or ministering to a defeatist spirit, The Jewish 
Chronicle has all along—and that is why it is denounced by official 
Zionism—refused to recognise as even thinkable any compromis- 
ing with Zionist principles in respect to the Palestine Manda‘e or, 
to contemplate as a policy their ultimate failure. It is. 
however; Mr. STEIN and his friends who, under the leadership 
of Dr. WEIZMANN, have constantly stood for compromise,

Jewry: Week by. Week. 


Passover retains its pre-eminence and supremacy among the 
Festivals of the Jewish calendar. Its influence remains with even 
the least observant of our people—sure testimony of the solid 
foundations upon which it is based. Those foundations are 
justice and freedom, liberty and humanity. These not alone 
appeal to the Jew. They engage the sympathy of all 
Mankind. They are, it is ‘true, frequently and woefully for- 
gotten and ignored. 


Yet they are ever capable of arousing the 
deepest passions among men and women and finding in their hearts a 
ready response. It is often said that the ceremonies and observances, 
some of them tkat have really grown out of little more than con- 
ventionality and sometimes superstition and are designed in order to 
keep alive in the human soul the fine sentiments mentioned, are un- 


wortby and paltry. But is it not forgotten that the spirit of them must 


be implanted with any hope of ultimate success in the youngest — 
in the children—among us? And should they not be measured by 
their attractiveness to the boys and the girls who, attending either 
the Seder table or the Synagogue Service, are by means of them 
drawn into wonderment and admiration of the triumph in the 
most unfavourable circumstances which these qualities obtained 
four thousand years ago, and an appreciation of their compatibility 
with the life that is opening out before these children of Israel ? It 
is thus thatfrom generation to generation the lessons of the Passover 
are transmitted from sire to son, from parents to their young. And 
it is because the Passover year by year does this great work in the 
cause of Humanity for a people that has shown itself ever influenced 
by Humanity’s call, that the Festival remains the great, the 
idealistic and, withal, the practical celebration it has been for the 
Jew throughout his generations, 
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The Commemorations, 

The week has seen the Festival celebrations of three of our Com. 
munal Institutions—two of them, Jews’ College and the United Syna- 
gogue, among the most important in Anglo-Jewry. The Jewish 
Religious Education Board derives its importance rather from the work 
it undertakes than from what it has actually accomplished, but must 
not on that account be underrated. The celebrations were marked 
by humdrum briliiancy, those taking part in them comprising the 
best-known and the most efficient communal workers. The presence 
of Mr. Lionel de Rothschild gave to them that historic touch 
which association over long periods, with the efforts concerned of 
the House of Rothschild, rendered so fitting. That of the Right 
Hon. J. H. Thomas, the Secretary for the Dominions, accentuated 
the Imperial character of at least one of them, Jews’ College, 
upon which to so large an extent it has always relied for public 
support, while that of Grand Rabbin Israel Levi brought an 
ever-welcome guest to Anglo-Jewry, deep respect and esteem for 
whom is felt throughout the Community, It is to be hoped that all 
three bodies will take to themselves a new and lengthened life under 
the inspiration of the celebrations. The decision not to appeal for 
the new Communal Centre, which is, inter alia, to house Jews’ 
College and which, it was announced, is to cost between £60,000 and 
£100,000, has doubtless been taken after due consideration and by 
those who understand the beating of the communal pulse and its 
capacity to respond to such a call in present circumstances. The 
delay forms another cause for hoping that the prevailing economic 
depression may soon pass away. 


Zionist Apologies. 

In matters Zionist some important speeches concerning the 
recent negotiations with the British Government, and directed mainly 
at THe Jewish CHRONICLE, were made by those officially associated 
with the movement. They are responded to in a leading article in 
the present issue of this journal, so that much further reference to 
them here .is not called for. But I would say that it is gratifying 
to note that at last those responsible for Zionist policy and for the 
movement.in general are alive to the necessity of heeding the 
criticism that has been offered in a paper which for so many years 
has stood for a sturdy Jewish Nationalism, and that they now find 
it wise not to confine their attention to epinion of a far different 
nature, “ gilded to look attractive.’ There cannot be much doubt, 
however, that these Zionist leaders have been driven to the course 
they have taken by the untoward position in which the movement 
finds itself, and if that be not in itself gratifying, it at least can be 
said that it is somewhat comforting in circumstances that are ina 
large and over-flowing measure deplorable in the extreme. 


Zionists and Mr. Lloyd George. 


None will deny that Mr. Lloyd George deserves well of Jewish 


Nationalists, not alone for the part he played in the promulgation 


of the Balfour Declaration, but for his consistent support of Zionist 
effort ever since. On the contrary, the question is why he has had 
to wait all these years in order to receive the practical testimony 
of Zionist good-feeling which he has now been offered and has agreed 
to accept. A banquet is to be tendered him and a Colony in Palestine 
is to be named, after him, A’far David. Why not sooner? And the 
answer which: many venture is that the double compliment is not 
unassociated with the political situation in this country and that 
it is hoped that the honour accorded him, by Zionists will not be 
forgotten by Mr. George when he comes to be a member of the Labour 
Government. 


If, in fact, there be anything in this surmise, I for one would not 
raise any sentimental objection on the score of the ulteriority involved 


in the geste. It may be that Mr. George has shown less disposition — 


than many others—even than many within the ranks of Jewry— 
to forget the enthusiasms raised by the promises of Great Britain 
in other days. But one never can tell the way of politicians any more 
than that of the birds in the air. Added to which Mr. George is not 
the least volatile of politicians. And so on all hands it is as well, if 


he does become a Labour Minister, that he shall take to Downing Street . 
a concrete reminder of his association with the Zionist Movement, 


for the present Government needs badly “ gingering “’,in respect to 


‘the Jewish future of Palestine, No man,, too, could perform that 
Office more effectually than Mr, George.

It is, too, showing 
continuously the true spirit of Jews to non-Jews—the spirit of care, 
of loving-kindness and humanity, which differences Of creed and race 
will not obliterate. Altogether, the children of the Young Israel 
League are to be sincerely congratulated on their accomplishment; 
and so is the good lady-—* Auntie "who for so long has directed, 
week by week, the efforts they should follow in obedience to what 
is due from them for the priceless inheritance of Judaism which is 
theirs,

There is evidently a desire to stifle further discussion upon 
questions that have been raised in res pect to the finances of the New 
Synagogue in Stamford Hill, and to which allusion has been made 
more than once in these columns, For Councillor H. Watts, of 332, 
Mare Street, Hackney, who has written to me before on the subject, 
now writes to say that he is not at all satisfied that matters have 
received the probing they need. Mr. J. H. Taylor, the Secretary 
of the Synagogue, has informed Councillor Watts as follows : 


“fam instructed by the Board to inform you that as the matter to 

which your letter refers has already been settled satisfactorily by consulta- 
tion of the Honorary Officers of the Synagogue with the Honorary Officers 
of the United Synagogue, the Board regret they cannot agree to set up the 
Committee that you suggest.” 
But Councillor Watts and those who are acting with him now elaim, 
and it appears to me with reason, that it is the seatholders who should 
determine whether in fact the matter “ has been satisfactorily settled,” 
and therefore has given notice of the following resoluiion for the 
forthcoming general meeting of the Synagogue : 

“That, in view of the. correspondence and comments which have 
appeared in the Jewish Press recently, a committee of inquiry be set up 
composed of six members who are not Honorary Officers or members of 
the Board of Management, to investigate the origin, sources of income, 
objects of expenditure and administration of the ‘two private funds.’ es 


It is difficult to see what objection there can be to such a reso- 
lution, for if there be no ground for complaint, although apparently 
there are many in the Synagogue who think there is, the means 
suggested by Councillor Watts would seem the most likely for dis- 
persing what others claim to be a groundless allegation. As I say, 
Iam in no position even to suggest whether the complaint has any- 
thing of substance in it; and, indeed, I know nothing of the cir- 
cumstances. But, since the complaint has been made, [ hope 
Councillor Watts will get his Committee of Investigation, for which 
the “consultation ’ between the Honorary Officers of the United 
Synagogue and those of the Board of Management can, I imagine, 
at best, be a not wholly satisfactory substitute.

The First Passover. 


By Mentor. 


O those who watch the disintegration that is occurring in 
respect to Jewish observances, the faithfulness with which 
some of the minute respecting the Passover are retained 

must be a matter for surprise. The adjuration to abstain 
from unleavened bread during the Passover period has extended won. 
derfully. Into the command have been read numberless prohibitions 
and endless customs. And they seem to cling like limpets upon the 
rock. The persistence forms a phenomenon not easily explicable, 
even allowing if we must that something in the nature of the 
superstitious forms an element which ought not to be ignored. For 
vou have men and women who, from year end to year end, ignore 
Jewish rites and ceremonies, refusing to budge about those that are 
associated with the Passover. The hasty exit of our people from 
Egypt and the consequent lack of time during which the dough upon 
their backs could leaven—not one of our forbears in the wildest 
dreams of ecstatic gratulation thought that the incident would 
have reference .to honey and 
vinegar, coffee and spice. Yet these to-day are listed in respect 
to Passover as either kasher or otherwise—triumphant monu- 
ments to the remarkable logic of our race which has brought that 
science to a fine point and often to a point so excessive as to be 
by nature a matter for wonder, if not for laughter. None the less, 
there are points in respect to the first Passover, which are accepted 
as historic, which have their reflections even to this day and which 
seem to have influenced not a little the character and conduct of 
the heritors of that great world-epoch. 


Iv IS NOT EASY, nor is it’ necessary, to catalogue some of those 
matters which come to mind in the order in which they are supposed 
to have occurred. There was, for instance, the passage by our people 
across the Red Sea turned for them for the nonce into dry land. 
Who can-have failed to notice the proneness of our people in almost 
all circumstances and all conditions to expect, as I have before 
remarked, the waters of trouble to divide for them upon the left 
hand and the right hand, so that they may pass through the 
avenue thus formed dry-shod? If we subject to its final analysis 
the history of the Jewish National Movement during say, the last 
fifteen years, I believe we should find this expectation at the root of 
many if not most of our troubles. The Jew wishes to re-establish 
a Jewish National Home. He will provide the workers to do it and 
the money wherewith it may be done—a small minority of workers 
and a small amount of the total money available. But his main 
reliance is upon some power who will whisk away all difficulties 
in which the majority and not the minority of the people ought to 
be engaged and in short allow them to march into their National 
Home with the sea beaten back to the right and to the left, so that 
they may go through upon dry land. Or, think of those forefathers of 
ours who for some centuries, according to the Bible story, were 
ground down in hard slavery and were subjected to every conceiv- 
ale indignity that human beings could manufacture whereby human 
beings might be degraded. 


SOME YEARS AGO I SAW in London a screen representation of 
what the Children of Isracl] must have suffered as slaves of 
Egypt. .Imagination, of course, played its part in the presenta- 
tion. But it cannot have played a part sufficient to have wmis- 
represented the actual facts to any extent, because we have the 
result of the forced labour that was extracted from our people by 
the Egyptian taskmasters in the treasure cities and burying-places 
dotted about the country. We know from contemporary history 
how this labour was organised and utilised—how, for instance, the 
galley was used—perhaps the bitterest lot to which man was 
ever subjected. We know how the hapless people were beaten and 
assaulted when they produced not the meed of work demanded of 
them and how they were victims of cruelty and inhumaneness than 
which no parallel existed even then throughout all the world. And 
yet at the first blush of set-back in their march towards Freedom, 
our ancestors blanched and quailed. They demanded that they 
should go back to Egypt, despite their experience there; because 
there were luscious fruits and alluring products which others 
consumed and which they could see them consuming! Is this 
altogether strange in the contemporary or.modern history of our 
people? Have they not exhibited a like bias in favour of countries 
where they have received the worst possible treatment? Does not 
thé Russian Jew, yet smarting from the effects of the pogrom, turn 
Wistfully to the land of Tsardom and call it Home? 


AGAIN, DOES IT. READ to us so very strangely that the revolt from 
Pharaoh's oppression had scarce succeeded than the one who had 
brought success to the determination of the Mebrews to be rid of 
treatment as inhuman as it was inhumane, was turned against him by 


~~ 


the very ones whom he had released from the desperate bondage in 
which he found them? Or, that because of their disposition and 
their nature, the great leader of this little band of people perceived 
tie danger of allowing them to enter into possession of their 
full rights as human beings too speedily and devised for them 
a long detour in the wilderness? These, and many other incidents 
connected with the first Passover, seize upon the mind as 


evidence of the survival of the characteristics of a people even _ 


to forty centuries in succession of them. But the otber 
day | came across that remarkable interpretation of the first 
Passover, designed to prove that au fond the conditions which led 
up to it and under which our ancestors were placed, were those 
resulting from the dislike they encouraged among others and the 
passion which was vented upon them.

albeit overladen, as we believe, by false doctrine and pernicious 
belief, proceeded from the very loins of Judaism, established 
for us the love and the respect, to say nothing of the gratitude, of 
those who profess and call themselves Christians’ On the con- 
trary, we know that the Jew in the eyes of the average Christian is 
not looked upon as belonging to the race which produced Christianity 
but as the one who, either in ignorance or in contumacy, stands out 
against not the doctrines of the founder of Christianity by any 
means so much as against those that were superimposed upon them 
by paganistic influence and sometimes by sheer idolatry. So that, 
there must be something inherent in the Jew, which has persisted 
during all the centuries, and which creates the dislike of him, 
noticeable even when he has tried for a generation or two to wash 
out his Judaism at the Baptismal font by gradual and increasing 
dilutions of assimilation. It is not possible, | suppose, for a Jew 
to gauge the meaning and the extent of this sentiment so constantly 
trimmed against him. But if the theory to which I refor has any 
truth in it, it is but an additional example of how the characteristics 
of our people who celebrated the first Passover, have resided with 
them until this day. Thus, for better or for worse, we remain 
as we were denominated, a people peculiar among the peoples 
of the world. For better or for worse, we have maintained those 
characteristics ; and when we come to ponder upon the whole 
of the matter—the wondrous incidents of the first Passover, the 
persistence with which our people—even those least addicted to the 
preservation of forms and ceremonies, of traditions and of rites— 
have maintained the Passover throughout forty centuries—then I 
see no other conclusion than that, were it not for the characteristics 


which marked our people at the first Passover, that celebration 


would long ago have sunk into oblivion. The Haggadcah tells us 
something of this sort in two places at least. In one it declares 
that each one of us should think of himself as if he himself came 
forth from Egypt—as if he, celebrating this last Passover for which 
he has been spared, were present celebrating the first Passover. And 
again, it warns us how the Jew who, in character or disposition, 
separates himself from his people—if he had been there at the first 
Passover, he would not have been redeemed. 


THESE ARE BUT SOME disjointed thoughts. None the less, they 
may tend to an appreciation of the Passover in these days, by 


directing the thoughts of those ~ho observe it to the days of the 
first Passover. 
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on this subject at the meeting of the Jewish Memorial Council last 
week. There can be no doubt that one of the reasons why some 
Ministers in the Dominions, notably in Australia, have had to leave their 
pulpits vacant, is because of the prevailing economic conditions. For 
that Sir Robert Waley Cohen told the Council the institution has no money 
in order to counteract the difficulty by making grants in aid. And 
this makes the matter the more difficult seeing that “ Mark, the 
Missionary ” is abroad, provided, I doubt not, with ample funds by 
those who send him with the purpose of establishing “ Liberal ” 
Congregations to supplant Orthodox. Nothing—of course, for very 
obvious reasons——was said upon this aspect of the question. But it 
is one which ought not to be ignored in view of the activities that are 
promised of this nature. For the Memorial Council to supply funds 
for orthodox Jewish education and then to allow “ Liberal ” Jews to 
subvention congregations in their interests of those so educated, is 
much like trying to fill the bucket with water in which there is a gaping 
hole at the bottom. 


Sir Leonard Cohen.

Pharaoh's Hard Heart. 


Under the auspices of the Royal Socety of Arts Lord Moynihan 
the other evening delivered an address on “ Ancient Medicine and 
Surgery.’ In these sciences, as in so much affecting human existence, 
the eminent surgeon showed there has not, anyway in some directions, 
been considerable progress attained. I was, for instance, particularly 
interested to read his statement to the effect that. “ chronic osteo- 
arthritis occurred in the Nile Valley thousands of years ago.” Since 
that is so, sufferers from this painful disease have to comfort themselves 
that they are carrying on a great and ancient tradition—heritors of a 
long line of those who have defied the most minute researches of 
medicine and set at naught all the devices of the physician in all the 
ages. 


But Jews in general, happily for them, will, I doubt not, be more 
interested in what Lord Moynihan had to say about the Pharaoh who 
would not let our ancestors go from Egypt—at least its topicality will 
appeal to them. TI alluded to the discovery in this co?umn when it 
was first made, and this is what Lord Moynihan has to say about it :— 

The Pharaoh of the Oppression suffered and probably died from acute 

appendicitis, Examination of his heart gave an ocular demonstration of 
the Old Testament statement: ‘And the Lord hardened the heart of 
Pharaoh.” ‘The aorta was found in such a well-preserved state that Mr. 
S. G. Shattalk, of the Royal College of Surgeons, was able to make sections 
of it and compare them with those made from a man recently dead, No 
pathologist could tell which was the ancient and which was the modern vessel. 
Both were attacked by the disease atheroma, a condition in which calcium 
salts were deposited in the cells of the vessel, making it rigid and inelastic. 
It did not expand adequately to the stream of blood coming from the heart. 
Mental changes went with this rigid arterial system. There was a narrowness 
and rigidity of outlook, a lack of enterprise and initiative, 
Now moralists will be questioning the Divine justice of punishing the 
monarch because of a physical defect he could not help! It seems a 
pity---dees it not {‘—in this instance, at least, to disturb the meta- 
phorical.,

wherein on page 37 it is said that “ Judaism, in proportion to-the number 


of converts from it, has made a far larger contribution to the ordained 


Ministry than any other non-Christian faith. In Anglican orders alone there 
are 300 Hebrew-Christians.” 


The Report is published by the Church Assembly at the Church House, 
Westminster (1928). 


It was not in the least my intention to call into question the bona 
fides of the remarkable statement so far as the Bishop was concerned, 
But I am bound to say it is a most astonishing one, and from the 
Jewish point of view, a dangerous one into the bargain, And I cer- 


tainly would not care to accept it as fact on the authority now given, 
for those engaged in what I cannot call otherwise than the most 
un-Christian practice of converting Jews, or who encourage it, are, 
it is frequently found, often carried away in their zeal beyond the 
confines of the strict truth. None the less, I am obliged to the Bishop 
for the reference he has supplied.

There is nothing very gratifying in the fact that a Jewish husband 
and wife have contributed to the Case Law of the country, based upon 
Judge's unover-ruled Decisions, and have done so through the Divorce 
Court. But in an action, Woolf v. Woolf, brought by the wife, evidence 
was produced showing that the husband had been actually seen in bed 
with ae woman “unknown.” Lord Merrivale, however, refused to 
act on evidence than which it would be difficult to think of any more 
conclusive. He said that the respondent was a respectable man who 
would not. be likely to commit adultery, but would do anything that 
would enable him to be rid of his wife. The Court of Appeal, however, 
decided unanimously that such evidence would be sufficient to prove 
adultery, and therefore must be held to be sufficient, without the name 
of the woman being ascertained, for the granting of a divorce. The 
ruling will, | am told, have considerable effect on Divorce Court 
practice, but, in any event, it. marks yet another instance where the 
present divorce law in this country is terribly deficient. For it is more 
than probable, the Appeal Court decision notwithstanding, that Lord 
Merrivale was right in assuming that the husband would not have 
committed adultery had he not seen in it the only way of being quit of 
his wife,

The First Passover.

O those who watch the disintegration that is occurring in 
respect to Jewish observances, the faithfulness with which 
some of the minute respecting the Passover are retained 

The adjuration to abstain 
from unleavened bread during the Passover period has extended won.- 
derfully. Into the command have been read numberless prohibitions 
and endless customs. And they seem to cling like limpets upon the 
rock. The persistence forms a phenomenon not easily explicable, 
even allowing if we must that something in the nature of the 
superstitious forms an element which ought not to be ignored.

vinegar, coffee and spice. Yet these to-day are listed in respect 
to Passover~as either kasher or otherwise—triumphant monu- 
ments to the remarkable logic of our race which has brought that 
science to a fine point and often to a point so excessive as to be 
by mature a matter for wonder, if not for laughter. None the less, 
there are points in respect to the first Passover, which are accepted 
as historic, which have their reflections even to this day and which 
seem to have influenced not a little the character and conduct of 
the heritors of that great world-epoch. 


Iv IS NOT EASY, Hor is it’ necessary, to catalogue some of those 
matters which come to mind in the order in which they are supposed 
to have occurred. There was, for instance, the passage by our people 
across, the Red Sea turned for them for the nonce into dry land. 
Who can-have failed to notice the proneness of our people in almost 
all circumstances and all conditions to expect, as I have before 
remarked, the waters of trouble to divide for them upon the left 
hand and the right hand, so that they may pass through the 
avenue thus formed dry-shod? If we subject to its final analysis 
the history of the Jewish National Movement during say, the last 
fifteen years, I believe we should find this expectation at the root of 
many if not most of our troubles. The Jew wishes to re-establish 
a Jewish National Home. He will provide the workers to do it and 
the money wherewith it may be done—a small minority of workers 
and a small amount of the total money available. But his main 
reliance is upon some power who will whisk away all difficulties 
in which the majority and not the minority of the people ought to 
be engaged and in short allow them to march into their National 
Home with the sea beaten back to the right and to the left, so that 
they may go through upon dry land. Or, think of those forefathers of 
ours who for some centuries, according to the Bible story, were 
ground down in hard slavery and were subjected to every conceiv- 
ale indignity that human beings could manufacture whereby human 
beings might be degraded. 


SOME YEARS AGO I SAW in London a screen representation of 
what the Children of Israel must have suffered as slaves of 
Egypt. Imagination, of course, played its part in the presenta- 
tion. But it cannot have played a part sufficient to have wmis- 
represented the actual facts to any extent, because we have the 
result of the forced labour that was extracted from our people by 
the Egyptian taskmasters in the treasure cities and burying-places 
dotted about the country. We know from contemporary history 
how this labour was organised and utilised—how, for instance, the 
galley was used—perhaps the bitterest lot to which man was 
ever subjected. We know how the hapless people were beaten and 
assaulted when they produced not the meed of work demanded of 
them and how they were victims of cruelty and inhumaneness than 
which no parallel existed even then throughout all the world. And 
yet at the first blush of set-back in their march towards Freedom, 
our ancestors blanched and quailed. They demanded that they 
should go back to Egypt, despite their experience there; because 
there were luscious fruits and alluring products which others 
consumed and which they could see them consuming! Is this 
altogether strange in the contemporary-or.modern history of our 
people? Have they not exhibited a like bias in favour of countries 
where they have received the worst possible treatment? Does not 
the Russian Jew, yet smarting from the effects of the pogrom, turn 
Wistfully to the land of Tsardom and call it Home ?

| Obituary. 


RABBI J. SAMUEL (Salonika). 
(From our Correspondent.} 


The death has occurred, at the age of sixty-eight, at Salonika, of 
Rabbi Jacob Samuel, who had been one of the spiritual heads of the 
Sephardi Community for the past thirty years. The deceased was 
loved and respected for his piety and devoted services. He was a 
learned Talmudical scholar, and was especially interested in the work 
of Hebrew education. He was one of the most active members of 
the Board of the local Talmud Torah and of the Jewish Schools, the 

Rabbinical Council and the Coupat Elz Chaim, and was one of the 
founders of the Jewish journal, EL AVENIR. He was for many years 
a prominent member of the Communal Council, where he took an 
active interest in all matters affecting the welfare of the Community. 
He possessed several decorations which the Government presented 
to him in recognition of his public services. 


Mr. N: MAZLIAH (Constantinople).

Mr. Nissim Mazliab, a former Deputy in the Turkish Chamber; 
has died suddenly at Beyrout, at the age of fifty-three. The 
deceased was born near Smyrna. He was educated at Smyrna and 
at the University of Stamboul. He graduated in Law in 1901 and 
had a distinguished legal and political career. While acting as judge 
at Salonika, he joined the famous “ Yourg Turk” Movement and 
worked secretly in its ranks. Elected to the Turkish Parliament in 
that year, Mr. Mazliah retained his Deputyship until the end of the 
War. When the counter-revolution broke out, his courageous 
defence of the rights won by the Turkish people was a remarkable 
testimony to his strength of character. About a year ago, the 
deceased was wrongly accused of illegal financial operations and for 
many months he was imprisoned without trial. Largely as a result 
of foreign intervention he was released and immediately published 


not only in his own family circle, but wherever his influence was felt. 
We extend our heartfelt sympathy to his parents and relatives in their 
great loss. Unselfish in life, may he meet his reward in Heaven!

Naftalin at the early age of thirty-four, who lost his life in the recent 
terrible railway disaster. He was inseparably linked with the communal 
life of Glasgow, and particularly with the Board of Guardians Auxiliary, 
of which body he was at the time of his demise the honoured President. 
His conscientious labours were largely responsible for the growth of this 
offshoot of the Poard of Guardians, and his sound jadgment was instru- 
mental in large sums of money being distributed to the poor and needy of 
the city.

OFFICIAL ZIONISTS AND THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“CREATING A DEFEATIST SPIRIT.” 


A meeting of Hon. Officers and Representatives of Zionist 
Societies, convened by the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland, was held at Jews’ College on Sunday. afternoon to hear 
addresses on the recent negotiations with His Majesty's Government 
and on the Prime Minister's Letter to Dr. Weizmann. 

Dr. M. D. Eprr, the President of the English Zionist Federation, 
who presided, said the Hon. Officers had thought it desirable that 
they should meet in conference in order to come to an undersfanding 
with regard to the present political position. Another reason was 
that the Jewish Press (Dr. Eder was referring to THE Jewisu 
CHRONICLE) did not, in his opinion, give an entirely unbiassed view of 
what was going on in Zionist circles. Afew weeks ago, he went on, the 
Executive Council of the Zionist Federation met and passed certain 
resolutions. The Secretary communicated with the Editor of Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE and asked him whether he would publish these 
resolutions, and he (the Editor) replied, so he understood, that 
he would do so if they agreed with his views or if they suited him. 
The Editor did not put them in exactly as they were carried at 
the meeting, but. in his own way and with a heading of his own. 
Now he had no objection to Editors of papers putting in every kind 
of criticism, but he did think that it was rather difficult todeal with 
the situation when the news was not given. It was, after all, the 
province of a newspaper to give the news fairly, whatever criticism 
it might have to make. They had a right to expect that the news- 
paper should give the news, but unfortunately they did not get if. 
It was not in any personal sense that he made this complaint against 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, but in view of the actual state of affairs, 
théy thought that they ought to explain what really had happened 
in the last few months, especially in view of the Prime Minister's 
Letter to Dr. Weizmann. It was often said in certain organs that 
the Zionist Organisation, the Zionist. Executive and the Zionist 
Federation was claiming this letter as a great victory for Dr. 
Weizmann, He had never heard any responsible Zionist or Official 
who had proclaimed the letter as a victory or a defeat. If it had 
been a victory they would have been the last to talk about it as 
such. “ We were not out to obtain victories. We did not regard it 
as a dog fight, as to who could get the better.” But he was quite 
willing that it should be regarded as 


A CLEARING AWAY OF MISUNDERSTANDINGS, 


Another statement that was frequently meade was that the 
Executive had no right to accept that document because it was 
based on the White Paper, and they were warned not to enter 
negotiations on that basis. In the resolutions of the General 
Council of November 30th, he could not find any resolution 
which asked the Executive not to deal with the Government 
on the basis of the White Paper. If there had not been the 
White Paper and the Hope-Simpson Report which followed 
it, there would bave been no question of a Cabinet Sub-Committee 
entering into a conference with Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues 
to clear away any misunderstandings or misconceptions. It could 
only ,have been because of the existence of the White Paper that 


this Conference came into being at all. Dr. Eder compared 
the resolutions passed by the General Council in November 


with the replies to these resolutions contained in the Prime 
Minister's Letter, and said that the great majority of the resolu- 
tions passed by the General Council had been favourably met 
in the Government's reply. Certain things had been left over 
and on one point—that in regard to the interpretation of 
the word “ position ’’—they had to accept the view of the Govern- 
ment as against the interpretation that they had held for a very long 
time. They had consulted their own legal friends, including Lord 
Reading and Judge Brandeis, and they had had to bow to the Govern- 
ment’s view that it was right in interpreting the word “ position” as 
meaning economic position as well as status. As regards the tone 
and temper of the White Paperand the Letter, they would remember 
that the White Paper contained a great many slurs not only upon the 
Jewish people of Palestine but especially upon the Labour party in 
Palestine. Those who had read the Letter would see that there had 
been a very handsome rectification of the remarks that had been made 
adverse tothe work of the Jewish people in Palestine. The most 
important questions left out were those dealing with security, the 
Legislative Assembly, the Land Development Scheme, and the 
question of the Palestine Administration. How those questions 
were going to be dealt with was not quite clear at present. But 
one question, that of the Land Development Scheme, was coming up 
for negotiation with the inter-departmental Committee and the 
whole question of land, or the further development of land would be 
dealt with. The question of a Legislative Assembly had been held 
over by the Government until Dr. Weizmhnn's return from Palestine. 
For their part, they would not be willing to accept any Legislative 
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Assembly until the Jews and Arabs had met together in conference 
Dr. Eder said they wanted first of all a sympathetic and understand- 
ing Colonial Office in this country. They would always be banging at 
the door for something; they would always be having to ask for more, 
and they would always probably be getting rather less than they 
wanted. “It is not.going to be ended by any letter. It will end 
only when the Jews of the world have awakened to the needs of 
Zionism.” Dr. Eder paid a tribute to Mr. Leonard Stein and 
Mr. L. B. Namier for the assistance which they had rendered in 
connection with the negotiations. 


Achievements on Too Small a Scale. 


Professor 5. BRODETSKY said that it would have been a first-class 
national disaster if they had not accepted the invitation to take part 
in the negotiations, which were based upon a very definite decision 
of the Actions Committee and of the Political Committee of the 
Jewish Agency. The negotiations had proceeded in a remarkably 
amicable manner, and there could be no doubt that there was a 
genuine desire on the part of the Government to reach an under. 
standing and to create a situation which would enable the Jewish 
population to resume co-operation with the Government. The 
letter was, from one fundamental point of view; absolutely unsatis- 
factory, because if did not represent a positive statement of 
the ideal of a Jewish National Home. He was strongly opposed 
to the view that there was no value in obtaining diplo- 
matic or political concessions from the Mandatory Power. That 
was one of the most important phases of their work. Political work 
would be one of the main features of Zionist activity for generations 
tocome. But the correct understanding of the term “ Jewish National 
Home ™ was something which they had to, work out themselves by 
the interpretation which they gave to it in connection with practical 
work in Palestine.. And if they showed that they conceived the 
Jewish National Home to be a large and unlimited Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine, a large settlement upon the land unlimited by 
any artificial considerations—if they themselves showed their serious- 
ness in relation to the interpretation, then they would be able to 
force from others the acceptance of the same view. But, unfortu- 
nately, they had to face the fact that for the last ten years their 
. achievements in Palestine, while highly meritorious, were neverthe- 
less on far too small a scale to make that impression which 
was necessary in order to achieve the recognition of the real 
meaning of the term “ Jewish National Home.” It was to be dis- 


tinctly understood, emphasised Professor Brodetsky, that the letter | 


from the Prime Minister represented an act on the part of the 
Government itself and did not involve any corresponding statement 


— 


on the part of the Jewish Agency. It was the offer on the part of 
the Government to them, and it was the businesstof the Jewish 
Nation to decide its future attitade towards the whole question of 
its Palestine work, and in particular the question of co-operation 
with the Government by study of this document and by the study of 
anything else that might emerge before the Congress was held. 


Disturbing Statements in “The Jewish Chronicle.” 


Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Scy asked whether. the negotiations: were af 
an end and if that were not so how the further negotiations would 
be carried on, 

Mr. ABRAHAMSON said» that the statements appearing in Tar 
JEWISH CHRONICLE every week were very disturbing. It was very 
discouraging to him that no official statement was made contradict- 
ing the statements that appeared in such a}very important organ as 
Tae Jewish CHRONICLE. Those associated with the paper had, in 
his opinion, done enormous service to Jewry throughout the world, 
and they were apparently willing to continue. Steps ought to be 
taken to secure that the statements appearing in Tur Jewish 
CHRONICLE should be officially refuted. Other questions were: 

Can the Zionist Organisation always be relied upon to tell the 
truth?” “Is the letter from the Prime Minister one only of theory 
and the White Paper one of practice?" “ Would it not have been 
more advantageous to our policy if Dr. Weizmann had not pub- 
lished his letter to the Prime Minister, and could it not have been 
said that the letter would be referred to the appropriate Zionist 
Organisation for consideration ? ”’ 

Mr. STEIN, replying to the questions, said that 
was @ vague term. Discussions with the

reference to the outstanding political and other matters were . 


not at an end; these discussions were continuing. They 


went on before the Cabinet Committee was appointed, and 
they would, of course, continue as in the past. He could 
not give any definite reply as to whom negotiations would 
be carried on with. He had no doubt that an appropriate means 
would be found of conveying the views of the Jewish Agency to the 
Government. With regard to the question whether the Zionist 
Organisation could always be relied upon to tell the truth, he 
thought it could be taken for granted that if the Zionist Executive 
of the Jewish Agency were good enough to negotiate with the 
Government that was some indication of the reliance that could be 
placed upon them. With regard to Tar JewisH CHRONICLE, Mr, Stein 
said that, strictly speaking, this was a matter that was outside his 
province.

the paper. .1t was for the Executive of the Jewish Agency or the Execu- 
tive of the English Zionist Federation. He could quite understand 
that discouragement was caused by these articles, and he thought 
it was a very great pity that a newspapef octupying the position 
of Tae JEWISH CHRONICLE did not show a greater sense of responsi- 
bility in dealing with these particular matters, the more so because 
to a very great extent it was the only Anglo-Jewish newspaper 
which was read by English-speaking persons interested in Zionist 
affairs in this country. It was a very great pity that THe JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE should go out of its way to create a defeatist spirit. As 
for replying to the statements which appeared in THE JEwisH 
CHRONICLE, the Jewish Agency was in these matters always at a 
disadvantage. During the last three or four months it had 
been in extremely contidential relations with the Cabinet Committee, 
and obviously its lips were sealed and it could not disclose what was 
passing at those confidential meetings with the members of the 
Goveroment. But THe JEWIshH CHRONICLE was under no such seal 
of secrecy. If it received information from any source and did not 
know it to be untrue—he did not, of course, suggest that THE JEwisH 
CHRONICLE printed anything that it knew to be untrue-—it was 
perfectly at liberty to print it But the Jewish Agency was debarred 
because of the confidential relationship existing between it and the 
Cabinet Committee. It was not quite accurate to say that Dr. 
Weizmann had approved of the Prime Minister's letter although it 
was true that he had said that it re-established a basis of co-opera- 
tion with the Mandatory Power. He could see nothing in that 
which needed an apology. 

Dr. BropeTsky said that their attitude on the question of the 
Legislative Council was exactly as it was formulated by Dr. 
Weizmann in the letter he wrote to Lord Passfield on September 19th. 

In the discussion which foliowed, Mr. Zaretsky said that Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE represented the ideals of the older Zionists in 
the movement. It had always proved itself to be right in its views 
and prognostications and they could not have any confidence at all 
in any other paper. 

Mr. GOLDENBERG said they owed THE JEWISH CHRONICLE adecp 
debt of gratitude, for, but for the stand which it had taken in con- 
nection with the whole business, there would not have been any 
meeting that afternoon. But because the journal had, week in and 
week out, criticised the policy of Dr. Weizmann, the Zionist Federa- 
ticn had no option but to call that meeting. | 


The Sidetracking of Zionism. 


Mr. AbranAms, of the Revisionist Party, said he was interested 
to learn from Mr. Stein that subjects such as the Legislative Council 
the Development Fand and Security did not form the basis of the 
negotiations, and that the memorandum which was submitted te 
the British Government did not deal with these matters. He hoped 
that the Jewish public would take particular notice of this and 
interpret it in the only possible way. That was that the Jewish 
Agency in these negotiations with the British Government did 
not represent Zionism, but only represented a number of 
petty and comparatively insignificant grievances. Zionism had 
suffered for the last few years because of the fact that it had been 
side-tracked and manc-uvred into making a series of complaints. 
They assumed that the negotiations would provide them with 
an opportunity of raising the whole problem, even at the risk 
of postponing the solution. As a result of active Revisionist 
propaganda in the House of Commons they induced a number of 
members to raise the question of Transjordania, yet after several 
months of elaborate negotiations they were presented with a Paper 
which left them completely unsatisfied. Dr. Weizmann’s letter, he 
contended, had created the impression in Jewish circles that every- 
thing wasall right. He hoped that the Zionist Congress would once 
and for all re-establish the principle of responsibility in dealing 
with their political problems as between the Zionist Executive and 
the Jewish public. 3 


Mr. SUPRAN emphasised the fact that the whole of world Jewry 
was told in the most definite language that negotiations were not to 
be conducted on the basis of the White Paper, yet they now knew that 
they were. Referring to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE he said that for 
many years the Editor had fought for the ideals which had animated 
Herzl—that they should have a majority in Palestine; that there 
should be unrestricted immigration and that there should be no 
restriction on the purchase of land. The vital question for them 
was whether they could proceed with their work as they were doing 
at present. Again, were those right who said they did not want a 
Ghetto in Eretz Yisrael or those who said they wanted a Legislative 
Council ? 

Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Sc., said that the Memorandum submitted 
to the Government by the Zionisé Organisation was approved by 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. He had no hesitation in saying that the 
Prime Minister's Letter stood for a confirmation of nine-tenths of 
what was contained in the Memorandum. He did not regard the 
Letter as a wonderful triumph, but he did say that it was something 
gained forthe Jewish people; which enabled them to continue the work 
and, above all, to continue negotiations with the Mandatory Power.

Lord Passfield 


Negotiations on White Paper now Ended. 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


House or ComMMONsS. 


In Ministerial circles it is common knowledge that Lord 
Passfield, the Secretary of State for the Colonies, recently tendered 
his resignation from the Cabinet to the Prime Minister. To suit the 
convenience of ithe Premier, however, his formal resignation has 
been withheld; and it is unlikely that a public announcement will 
be made before June. Lord Passfield is now in his sevenfy- 
second year, at which age he finds the burden of an increas. 
ingly heavy Department too much for him. In recent months 
he has found it difficult to deal with the almost over. 
whelming criticism which was levelled at his Palestine White 
Paper; and it is known that he is not in sympathy with the 
negotiations which have taken place between the Cabinet Com- 
mittee and the Zionists. His conception of Zionism is devoid of 
idealism, and he is unable to understand the sentiments which 
animate Zionist opposition to his policy. His successor, it is 
authoritatively stated, will probably be Mr. J. H. Thomas. who is at 
present Secretary of State for the Dominions, and who was Colonial 
Minister in the Labour Government of 1924. 

I understand that, when Lord Passfield vacates his present 
office, he will be offered the Paymaster-Generalship, a virtual 
sinecure, rendered vacant by the resignation of Lord Arnold. Lord 
Passfield will accept this post, in order to meet the wish of the 


Prime Minister that his services be made available to his Cabinet — 


colleagues in a consultative capacity. His immense economic 
knowledge has been of no avail in a difficult Government depart- 
ment: and the enthusiasm with which he at first defended the 
policy embodied in the White Paper, stamps him as a man who is 
totally out of touch with the ideals of the Jewish people. 

From a reliable source I learn that Dr. Weizmann's efforts in 
Palestine

between the Arabs and Jews are meeting with no success. It is 
significant that Mr. Ussishkin has declined to associate himself with 
Dr. Weizmann's policy ; and his refusal to accept the Chairmanship 
of the Vaad Leumi is regarded among influential Zionists as a sign 
of increasing disagreement with the policy of the Zionist Executive. 
Those who are closely associated with Palestine politics know 
quite well that several statements which have been made by Dr. 
Weizmann in recent speeches in Palestine are evasive and inaccurate. 
His reference to the “ new negotiations,” as he describes the con- 
versations which are to take place at the Colonial Office next month, 
is to be regretted. It is quite apparent that the Jewish public are 
not being told the truth; and it is a travesty of the facts to lead the 
Jewish people to think that the negotiations are not yet at an end. 
As I clearly stated last week, the usual normal discussions have been 
resumed at the Colonial Office, and the April talks will be a mere 
continuation‘of these interviews, which were the rule long before 
the White Paper was issued. 
| It is necessary to re-assert with the utmost emphasis that when 
Dr. Weizmann meets Lord? Passfield at the Colonial Office in the 
middle of April, the

the conversation, as well as subsequent talks, will deal with the 
inevitable details of the Government's “policy, particularly with 
reference to the Development Scheme. In poirt of fact, Dr. Weiz- 
mann admitted this in his speech in Jerusalem last Sunday, when 
he stated that “ political negotiations may follow.” In other words 
the April talks will refer to economic questions, but political policy 
will not be touched upon, as the political negotiations are at an end. 

My attention has been drawn to Dr. Weizmann’s daringly 
evasive statement made in Jerusalem the other day to the effect 
that it ig untrue to say that the Zionist leaders have agreed to a 
Palestine Legislature. No such assertion has been made by any 
responsible critic of the Zionist leaders. The complaint made in 
these columns has been that the Government declined to withdraw 
the proposals in the White Paper for

with the result that Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues have been 
compelled to yield. During the negotiations, I am reliably informed, 
it was made clear to the Zionists that the Government were not 
prepared to meet the wishes of the Zionists, as the Arabs would be 
offended by the exclusion of those two proposals from the White 
Paper. The main point to keep in view is that, by insisting on pro- 
ceeding with the Development Plan and the Legislative Assembly, 
the Government successfully resisted the claims of the Zionists upon 
two most vital and obviously fundamental matters, in connection 
with which no change in Government policy is now possible,

Sir Herbert and Lady Samuel were “At Home” on Saturday 
evening to the Palestine Students’ Association at their residence, 
85, Porchester Terrace, W. 

In welcoming the guests, Sir HERBERT said that the Jewish 
National movement, like all National movements, had to guard 
against one danger—that of becoming too self-centred and concen- 
trated. A National movement was a fine and splendid thing, but 
there was always the danger that if it became too much intent upon 
its own purposes it might be narrowed. Nationalism and inter. 
nationalism were really complementary, and the complete man or 
woman was both national and international.

HOW TO STAGE A “COME-BACK.” 


Dr. Weizmann, in his official replies to various bodies and in 
private conversations in Jerusalem, bas insisted that he will not be 
a candidate for the post of President of the Zionist Organisa\ion 
at the next Zionist Congress. He appears to be greatly anno;ed 
with the attacks made on his policy in some Zionist circles, 
and he declares that he will, therefore, allow others to take his 
place at the next Zionist Congress, in order to show what they 
can achieve. In some quarters closely connected with the Zionist 
leader, it is believed that Dr. Weizmann will announce his 
resignation at the next Zionist Congress, and soon after his 
reply to the criticism raised in the debates at the Congress; he 
will leave the Congress, so as to deprive the Permanent Commiitee 
of the Congress of an opportunity to negotiate with him for bis 
re-election as President of the Zionist organisation. If the Congress 
still elects him, in his absence, as President of the Organisation, it 
will then be a matter for the leaders of the new Zionist Actions 
Committee to negotiate with Dr. Weizmann after the Congress con- 
cerning the situation created by his election in his absence, The 
position may then arise that Dr. Weizmann will be forced to 
continue in office by the mere fact of his re-election at the Congress, 
without any provision for a substitute, 


The Primate’s Visit to Palestine. 
VATICAN ANXIETY. 


(From a Correspondent—Rome}. 


Italy is still watching with jealous eyes the developments in 
Palestine. Its interest in the Near East is not only due to the 
existing political rivalry on the Mediterranean, but also to the claims 
of the Vatican to a privileged position for the Catholic Church in the 
Holy Land. With regard to Palestine, there seems to exist a 
permanent contact and an understanding between the Quirinal 
and the Vatican. 

The forthcoming visit to Palestine of the Rev. Dr. Cosmo Gordon 
Lang, the Archbishop of Canterbury and head of the Anglican 
Church, who is travelling in the company of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
causes uneasiness in Vatican circles. Two years ago the planned 
journey of the Primate to Palestiné was postponed, so it is con- 
tended, on the direct request of the British Foreign Office, to whom 
it had been intimated privately that such a visit would, in the 
present circumstances, give offence to the Vatican—naturally, not 
an official protest of the Italian Government but a friendly hint and 
an indication of the state of feelings in the Catholic world. It was 
feared that the presence in Palestine at Eastertide of the head of 
the Protestant Church would, to a certain extent, affect the special 
position of the Latin Patriarch in Jerusalem. 

It is now pointed out im Vatican circles that the present 
visit of the Primate in his official capacity as head of the Anglican 
Church, to the Holy Land may have grave consequences. This 
visit would be considered as a precedent altering the status quo 
existing in Palestine since the days of the Turkish rule when the 
Pope and his representative, the Latin Patriarch, were the acknow- 
ledged senior authority among the Christian Churches, It 18 


doubtful, however, wheth#r the apprehensions of the Vatican will be 
shared this time by the Italian Government which would hardly

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 594.—The Magic of Words. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


Some little time back an anonymous writer in Tin. Tines 
expressed his objection to the sentiments of the second verse of the 
National Anthem : “ O Lord our God arise, scatter his enemies and 
make them fall. Confound their politics; frustrate their knavish 
tricks, on Thee our hopes we fix.’ The writer declared that these 
sentiments are “ un-Christian, indecent, disgraceful anywhere, in a 
church blasphemous, and in a cathedral a brawling obscenity.” 

One would have thought that the writer had made out a good 
case. Apart from the fact that the words are doggerel, and that the 
anthem as a whole was originally a secret Jacobite production 
beginning “God save great Jamesiour King,” it might have been 
expected that in a national anthem people would pray in a nobler 
strain. Yet far from receiving approbation for calling attention to 
what large numbers of people,must regard as unworthy sentiments 
in @ national anthem, the writer was roundly abused for his 
venturesomeness, and was accused of sentimental hypocrisy.’ One 
correspondent asked: “ If we are not to pray for the confusion and 
frustration of our enemies plotting the downfall of our country, 
what are we to prayfor?’ Another correspondent asked: “Is there 
nothing that these self-appointed reformers will leave alone ?"’ 

The attitude of these “ die-hards " intrigued me, and trying to 
understand their point of view, I came to the conclusion that for a 
certain type of mind words possess a kind of magic. People in this 
category will sing in their national anthem any words you please. 
They may be doggerel ; they may be poor in spirit; their sentiment 
may be shoddy. They will sing them none the less because they 
look upon the words as a sort of magical formula. Their minds do 
not think about what their lips are uttering; even if the words 
were mumbo-jumbo, beyond the words they see in a sort of mist an 
indefinite picture which to them contains something fine and noble, 
expressing their highest patriotic feelings. To the man who drew 
attention to the quality of the words in the second verse of the 
national anthem, the words mean something, and the meaning 
appears to him to be unworthy. To the people who would not have 
the national anthem tampered with, the words are apparently satis- 
factory because of their magic quality. . 

The history of religious practices makes it appear that there is 
nothing new in this attitude. Among the Buddhists of Tibet holy 
texts were put into their praying wheels in the belief that they 
brought good luck. Amulets containing Biblical passages were 
known both among Jews and Christians, while driving out demons 
by the aid of Biblical verses was a practice among Jews, Christians 
and Moslems. Among Jews, exorcists attempted to heal the sick by 
the recitation of the Biblical verse: “ None of the diseases which | 
put upon the Egyptians will I put upon thee, for I the Lord am thy 
healer.’ The magic of the words was stressed by the effect of their 
constant repetition. The pages of the Talmud tell a similar story. 
The words of the jrd and the 9ist Psalms respectively were regarded 
as possessing magic potency; they were called “songs effective 
against demons.” Both have been incorporated in the Liturgy of 
the Night Prayer. It is related that Rabbi Joshua ben Levi was of 
opinion that the 91st Psalm was a protection against the evil spirits 
responsible for insomnia, At the time of Maimonides the Jews of 
Egypt thought so much of the magic of the words of the 91st Psalm 
that they had them written on sma!! scrolls which were hung in silver 
or golden lockets round the necks of their children. Maimonides, 
who sternly set his face against any form of superstition, roundly 
condemned the practice. It persisted none the less. 

The magic associated with the words of Biblical verses was 
associated also with the scrolls of the Torah. It was a practice in 
bygone centuries for Jewish boys when they were named to have 
the Book of Leviticus placed under their pillow in their cot. In a 
Book of Rules dating from the thirteenth century you may read a 
passage bearing on this custom. 

On the eighth day after the circumcision the child should 
be placed on a pillow with a Pentateuch under its head. The 
elders of the congregation shall bless the child in these terms 
“May the Lord give thee dew from heaven and the fatness of 
the earth and much wine and oil.” Then one of the elders 
shall place his hand on the head of the child and then on the 
Pentateuch and shall repeat three times, * This shall learn what is 
written in this; this shall do what is written in this.” 

” Serolls of the Law Were also beld to have magical powers in 
relation to the dead. According to Raba who.lived in the fourth 
century, it was customary to bury in the grave of a learned scholar a 
disused scroll of the Torah. “The references to this custom in the 
Talmud would make it appear that it was quite common among the 
Jews of Babylon: Because the scroll was holy, it was also prettily 
adorned with a créwh and’ bells and so on. ~ Im ancient times in 
Jerusalem the scroll was preceded by a burning torch... bey 
- Sometimes the wiagic ‘associated with werds is. apparent in 
exorcisms to evil ispirits. One form wag to terrify the 
demon by such Words as these : "1 warn you by the Holy, and Secret 
Name, by the Name that efeated heaven and earth, that made light 
and darkness, tha ‘estwblished “the eartlt: and set it on a firm 
foundation.” Acodrding to the tiew of Rabbi Yochanan, fever 
may be driven out by thé magic of thé words: “ Fire! as thou sawest 
the three children in the furnace and didst fiee from them, so also 


see this person stretched -on. the bed of sickness, and likewise flea 
from him.” 

The magic associated with words was sometimes also transferred 
to things. It ig still an old custom, pot unknown even in this 
country, to put away in some secret place the remains of the third 


matza used the seeind Seder evening. The belief underlying 


this practice @ that this broken piece ofgngiza is a useful talisman 
about the house. So, too, with the-Habdala wine which flows over 


_ from the cup into the saucer. Do you not know of men who dip 


their fingers imto it and wet their eyebrows, pronouncing at the 
same time a magic formula which is to bring them good luck during 
the coming week? The wine over which a blessing has been said 
on the occasion of a circumcision ceremonial is thought to possess 
magical qualities; a childless man is advised to drink it. Lastly, in 
accordance with the Rabbinic dictum that “even the remains of a 
mitzvah are capable of putting off evil” AN YW) 
(MIFST the custon has arisen among the Chassidic sect to scramble 
for the dish of which the Rebbe has partaken, and what a scramble 
it is! 

lf anyone were to suggest that these customs which indicate 
that people believed in the magic of words and things are hardly in 
accord with the highest and the best religious teaching, there would 
doubtless be some who would cry out: “ Is there nothing that these 
self appointed reformers will leave alone?” Yet will anyone deny that 
a healthy reaction against the magic of words is not called for? 
You tind the evil in many walks of life. In politics one set of 
political leaders cry “ Protection,” and their followers, carried away 
by the magic of the word, repeat the cry and honestly believe in its 
eflicacy without ever once thinking out what it really implies. 
Another set of political leaders will cry “ Socialism in our time.” 
In similar fashion the magic of these words appeals to another body 
of cilizens who in similar}manner repeat the phrase without having 
thought out its implications. Or take another example. One 
hundred and fifty vears ago the word “ Frenchman ™ denoted for the 
Englishman the very embodiment of the devilish enemy of his 
country; fifteen vears ago it was the word “ Bosch” that possessed 
this magic. In the process of time Englishmen came to their senses 
and learnt that Frenchmen were human beings like themselves and 
did not possess all the evil qualities which through the magic of the 
word they had associate! with them. As for Germans, have they 
not dined and wined with those who in the war opposed them in the 
field? In both these cases the magic of the word has disappeared. 

It is the same in Religion, Our pastors and masters, working 
on the magic associated with the word “Torah,” are constantly 
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preaching to us that we should live according to the Torah, that our 
Judaism should be Torah Judaism, that even our nationalism should 
be Torah nationalism. But no one takes the trouble to explain 
what is meant by Jewish life lived in accordance with the Torah. 
We are not told whether the term is limited to the Pentateuch, or 
whether it also-embraces the whole Bible, the whole of Rabbinic 
litératute, all the rulings of all the Rabbis throughout the ages, 
and all the superstitions which have been super-imposed on the 
structure of Judaism. Our religious teachers just bank on the 
magic of the word, and leave it atthat. Whatisthe result? Those 
who do not care continue not to care ; but those who would wish for 
guidance are left hungry, like the sheep in Milton’s poem. So with 
the word “ tradition " ; that, too, appears to possess acertain magic in 
the minds of some people. They stress the need for acccepting tradi- 
tion ; they sometimes ask with a certain touch of bitterness in their 
tone, may not traditional Judaism defend itself? We have organisa- 
tions of traditional Jews. But no one has yet explained what is 
meant by tradition. It would seem that in every case it is just the 
magic of the word which is relied on. So with the term “ Rabbi.” 
If a man calls himself a Rabbi, people will rise up inthis honour in 
the synagogue ; he will be regarded with a certain, amount of awe. 
No one ever stays to inquire what the term connotes or who made 
the man a Rabbi; and whether there are degrees among Rabbis— 
that is to say, whether some may not perhaps be Al and others C3. 

In the prayer-book likewise there are many passages which are 
able to maintain themselves only by reason of the magic associated 
with their words. Every morning the pious Jew recites in his 
prayer-book the account of the heavenly court of cherubim. “ All 
are lovely,” he chants, “all are pure, all arestrong.’ These qualities 
seem a little mixed; the composer, working on the basis of the 


Hebrew alphabet, (133 85D 255) bad to find 
words in their alphabetical order. In the course of time those words 
have taken on a magic, and by reason of this have retained their 
place in the Prayer-Book. Let anyone suggest that they are a little 
childish or jejune, and someone is sure to cryout: “Is there nothing 
that these self-appointed reformers will leave alone ?”’ 

These are not the only instances. In the evening prayer (to 
take another example) we pray that Satan may be removed from 
before us and from behind us. Only the magic associated with these 
words helps to retain them in the Liturgy. Or, take the blessing 
prescribed on seeing a king: “ Blessed art Thou O Lord our God, 
King of the Universe, Who hast given of Thy glory to flesh and 
blood.’ We thank God for having bestowed some of His glory on a 
human creature. Yet when we recall some of the kings of history— 
say George I. of England or Louis XIV. of France, who were neither 
intelligent, nor noble in character, nor even good looking, who were 
just the embodiment of self-indulgence and often of cruelty—are 
these the people deserving of being the subject of a prayer? In 
olden days, it is true, the word king bad a magic about it, Will any- 
one deny that the magic has disappeared before common sense, as 
a cloud is driven before the winds of Spring? Yet once again, if 
anyone were to suggest that the passages referred to are no longer 
worthy of a place in the Liturgy, or that the prayer on seeing a 
king might well be removed from the prayer book, the outburst 
would surely be heard: “ Is there nothing that these self-appointed 
reformers will leave alone?”

CALENDAR REFORM PROTEST. 


The aunual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Synagogue was held on Sunday morning at the Vestry Offices, 
Heneage Lane, Bevis Marks, E.C., the Parnas Presidente, Mr. CHARLES 
E. SEBAG-MONTRFIORE, presiding. 

The CHAIRMAN moved a resolution recording the deep regret of 
the Congregation at the loss sustained by the death of Mr. Eustace 
A. Lindo, the late Vice-President of the Elders. The resolution was 
carried, the members standing as a mark of respect. It was decided 
to send a letter of condolence to the widow. 

Dr. Lionel D. Barnett, M.A., D.Litt., and Mr. John Sebag-Monte- 
fiore were elected as the two Yehidim to serve as Parnassim for the 
ensuing year, and Mr. David Beriro and Mr. Denis D. G, Israel, B.A., 
LL.B., were elected the two Yehidim to serve as Elders for a period 
of two years. The meeting agreed to the re-election of Major T. H. 
Sebag-Montefiore, D.S.0., M.C., Messrs. F. N. Martinez, R. Nahon, and 
F. L. Afriat as Elders of the Congregation for a further term of three 
years. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the annual report and 


accounts, of which the following is an abstract : 


The income in 1930 as against the previous year has not been affected to anv 
appreciable extent in respect of Finta and Offerings—the increases in both items 
having been only £17 and £13 respectively. It is, however, to be noted that £83 
more than last year was received on account of arrears of Finta above that of 
the preceding year. The variation in interest on invested fands arose from the 
increase in the Income Tax payable and the deduction (owing to the appoint- 
ment of new ‘lrus ees) of tax on certain dividends hitherto id in full. The 
decrease in the amount of rents is due to the absence of the rental reccived 
previously on the honses, 319-25, Mile End Road, 


Finta. 


In accordance with the decision of the Elders, the triennial Assessment of 
Finta, due ordinarily to take place in 1932, will be made this year for the years 
1931, 1992 and 1933. The Finta, which, since the year 1923, has been £2,500 per 
annum, will, largely owing to the serious loss occasioned by the deaths of a 
number of wealthy )e/idim, be reduced to £2,200 per annum. As the total 
amount receivable under the old assessment is at present only little in excess 
of the reduced sum of £2,200, the Mahamad regret that no substantial decrease 
in individual cases is likely to be found possible. 


The report and accounts were carried. 


Bevis Marks and the Great Synagogue. 


Dr. L. D. BARNeTT, Chairman of the Congregational Records 
Committee, offered congratulations to their friends and neighbours 
in the Duke's Place Synagogue on the opening of their archives, 
which would doubtless throw much light on the history of Anglo- 
Jewry. “We have read with amazement,” continued Dr. Barnett, 
“in THe JeWIsH CHRONICLE of the 27th February, an announce- 
ment by Dr. Roth, the young gentleman who is studying the archives 
of the United Synagogue, that because he thinks there is evidence 
that an Ashkenazi Synagogue previously existed on the site upon 
which the present Duke's Place Synagogue was erected in 1722, 
therefore the Duke's Place Synagogue may, in all fairness, be con- 
sidered to be the oldest Jewish place fof worship in London. By 
this, of course, he means to suggest that it is older than our Bevis 
Marks Synagogue, which, as he knows, was opened 21 years earlier. 
This is pretty logic: first a question is begged by assuming that 
there really was an Ashkenazi Synagogue on the site before 1722. 
then follows the assumption that this Synagogue, which, if it existed, 
was demolished to make room for the present Duke's Place Syna- 
gogue, is to be regarded as identical with the latter. Dr. Roth's 
reasoning is just the old argument that a knife with a new handle 
and a different blade is the same as the old knife, with a petitio 
principii thrown in; and it has been fittingly answered by our 
friend, Mr. Goodman.” 

The following resolution moved by the MAHAMAD in connection 
with the proposed Calendar Reform was carried : 


That the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Congregation, 
London, in Annual Meeting assembled, desire to record an emphatic protest 
against any reform of the Calendar by the introduction of a blank day or days, 
thereby making the Sabbath a movable day, involving confusion for Jewish 
religious life, and entailing grave social and economic disabilities for the over- 
whelming majority of Jews throughout the world. That the Joint Foreign 


Committee be requested to transmit this Resolution to the League of Nations 
and His Majesty's Government. 


Mr. E. L. Mocarra said that the matter was such a vital one to 
Jewry that they ought to pass the resolution standing. 
The meeting agreed to this suggestion. 


B'nai B'rith.

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Elijah. 


Sermon for the Week. 
Specially prepared for Tak JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


* Behold I send you Elijah, the prophet, before the coming of the 
yreat and fearful day of the Lord. And he shall turn the heart of 
the fathers to the children and the heart of the children to their 
fathers.”"—Malachi iti., 23-4. 

The origin of the title “ Hagadol,’ given to the Sabbath that 
precedes Passover, is not very clear. Some authorities see in the 
name #® tribute to the courage of our ancestors in Egypt. On the 
tenth day of the month of Nisan they took a lamb (a sacred animal 
to the Egyptians) and kept it to be used for sacrificial purposes on 
the eve of the Passover. This tenth day of the month occurred. 
vccording to tradition, on a Sabbath day, the eve of the Passover 
falling, as it does this vear, on a Wednesday. Another 
explanation derives the name from the verse in the Haftaurah 
quoted above, that speaks of the “great day of the 
Lord.” The fitness of this Haftarah for the occasion consists 
largely in its prophecy of a greater redemption, even than 
that from Egyptian bondage. The S35 "OB has always. been 
regarded traditionally as the type and foreranner of the THY MOD 
the Passover of the future. In every generation men rise against 
Israel to destroy them, as did Pharaoh. But Israel survives and 
still looks forward to that final redemption, that shall turn their 
sadness into joy and their mourning into festivity. It is such a 
redemption that Malachi foretells. when he speaks of the great 
day of the Lord, and the need of his people to be prepared for 
it. And the last of the prophets sums up his message with the 
mention of two great names, Moses and Elijah. His charge to 
Israel to remain faithful takes the form of an appeal to the 
memory and the work of Israel's first deliverer. “Remember the 
law of Moses, My servant.” And the undying hopes of Israel are 
summed up in the words: “ Behold I send you Elijah, the prophet.” 
There is no more fascinating figure in Jewish history or Jewish 
tradition than that of Elijah. Fearlessly he faces king and 
queen, the priests of Baal and the renegades of his people. He is 
~ vegy zealous for the Lord God of Hosts.” Perhaps even more 
noteworthy than the prophet's triumph on Mount Carmel is the new 
revelation that comes to him on Mount Horeb of that still small voice 
that is more powerful than the whirlwind, the earthquake or the 
fire. Elijah’s mission on earth ends as suddenly and dramatically 
8 it began. In a chariot of fire, drawn by fiery horses he goes up to 
Heaven through a whirlwind. 

But the legendary Elijah is a still stranger figure. The 
miraculous account of his departure from earth leads easily to the 
suggestion that Elijah lives eternally. His zeal for God and for his 
people while on earth may suggest that he still occupies himself 
with the struggle for the Lord of Hosts, and with the rescue of his 
people from the evils of idolatry. But the figure that emerges from 
the Rabbinical legends assumes an entirely new and different 
character. He is no longer the fiery zealot who reproves kings and 
slays idolatrous priests. He is the gentle friend of every sad and 
weary heart. He is the miraculous helper of every pious soul. He 
is the instructor of the devout student, the guardian angel of the 
poor and the persecuted. He solves difficult Talmudic problems. He 
intervenes in the distress of worthy but humble folks. He reconciles 
‘riends who have quarrelled, and declares simple people, whom 
none would have noticed, to be destined to inherit eternal bliss 
What a change is this good angel from that wild and shaggy figure 
from the wilderness, that fiery champion of the Lord of Hosts, of 
whom we read in the Book of Kings! This change in character is 
tlready evident in the Book of Malachi from which our Haftarah is 


taken. The prophetical message itself partakes somewhat of this 
dual form. It is unsparing in its denunciations of wickedness and 
hypocrisy. The great day of the Lord of which it speaks 


‘nay well inspire terror in the hearts of the evil-doers. But 
the day is to be a great day also for those who have been 
Oppressed because of their righteousness, for those who because 
they feared the Lord, spake encouragingly and often one to the 
other. A whisper to be brave, perhaps; but one that God heard, 
«nd that was written in His book. For them the day shall be a day 
of sunrise, the rising of righteousness the coming of a winged 
nessenger, that shall bear healing for the wounds so bravely 
borne, and freedom for those penned and imprisoned by a cruel 
world. And even the wicked shal! have an opportunity to repent. 
Otherwise the great day would be nothing but a great destruction. 
but before it dawns,God sends Elijah, not the fiery prophet of the 
wilderness, not the zealot nor the denouncer, nor the slayer. But 
«new Elijah, “who shall turn the heart of the fathers to the 
children and the heart of the children to their fathers.” 

With what a modern voice speaks this ancient prophet! With 
him, as with us, the great symbo! of disintegration in Israel, is 
(he breach apparent between the aims of the fathers and the desires 
vf the children, and the estrangement that ensues between those 
who should be bound ‘by the strongest possible ties of affection. It 
's an old story, that, alas! repeats itself. It is fitting that for this 
Mlijah, the great Reconciler, a cup of welcome shall be filled on Seder 
Night, the children’s night. For then, at least, the hearts of the 
‘athers and those of the children are atone. On that night they 
“te not exiled from their father's table or from his heart. 
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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 1%, Leviticus, vi., 1-viii., 36. 


Vi, 15. “In his stead.” That refers to Aaron's successors in 
later generations. The regulation was to be permanently in force. 

~ Shall offer it.’ The Hebrew is “shall do it,” and if the inten- 
tion had been to refer to the act of offering. one of the usual 
technical terms would have been employed. The correct meaning 
of "WY in this connection has been pointed out by Ehrlich. He 
refers to Genésis xii., 5 “the souls they had gotten” (literally 
“made and I Kings i., 5 “and he provided himself with 
chariots and horsemen.’ He accordingly deduces from these 
passages that "WY must here mean “ shall provide it,” ¢.c., the High 
Priest himself must pay for the meal-offering. This explanation is 
corroborated by the statement of Josephus: ~The priest also, at 
his own cost, offered twice every day one-tenth deal of flour mingled 
with. oil, and gently baked; he brought half of it to the fire in the 
morning, and half at night.” (Antiquities iii., x. 7). 

Verse 16. A distinction was drawn, we see, between a meal. 
offering brought by a priest and one brought by a lavman. ta the 
latter case, part of it was burnt and the remainder became the 
perquisite of the priests (ii., 3,10). But when a priest made such an 
offering, the whole of it was consumed by fire. 

Verse 18 The law had already been stated that when an 
individual Israelite brought a sin-offering, it was to be slain in the 
same place as the burnt-offering (iv., 24, 29). We are now informed 
that the same regulation applied to the sin-offering brought on 
behalf of the Community as a whole. The act of slaying took place 
at the north side of the altar (i., 11). 

Verse 19. “The priest that offereth it for sin.’ The verb in 
the Hebrew is a denominative of ANBM and means “ who treats it as 
a sin-offering.” «ec. who officiates in connection with the sin- 
offering. His fanetion is deseribed in viii... 15, where it is said of 
Moses that he “took the blood and put it upon the horns of the 
altar round about with his finger, and poured out the remaining 
blood at the base of the altar.” 

“Shall eatit.” This, of course, does not mean that the entire 
carcass feli to the lot of the officiating priest. Certain parts, such 
as the fat and kidneys, had to be burnt on the altar. Nor does the 
law insist that only the priest who performed the offering shall 
partake of the flesh. As stated in verse 22 “ every male among the 
priests may eat thereof.” 

“Shall be holy. Robertson Smith comments on this statement 
as follows: “ The law expressly recognises that the flesh and blood 
of the sin-offering is a sanctifying medium of extraordinary potency; 
whosoever touches the flesh becomes holy, the garment on which 
the blood falls must be washed in a holy place, and even the vessel 
in which the flesh is sodden must be broken or scoured to remove 
the infection of its sanctity. That this is the reason why none but 
the priests are allowed to eat of it has been rightly discerned by 
Ewald: the flesh, like the’sacramental cup of the Roman Catholic 
Church. was too sacred to be touched by the laity. Thus the 
Levitical sin-offering is essentially identical with the ancient 
sacrament of communion in a sacred life; only the communion is 
restricted to the priests. in accordance with the general principle 
of the priestly legislation, which surrounds the holy things of Israe! 
by fence within fence, and makes all access to God pass through the 
mediation of the priesthood” (Religion of the Semites, 2nd edition, 
pp. 349f.). The last statement is open to question. The ‘mediation 
of the priesthood” was only required in connection with the service 
of the Sanctuary: but that service was not the sole method of 
approach to God. The sublime utterance, “ The Lord is nigh to all 
who call upon Him, to all who call upon Him in truth,’ was made 
at a time when the Temple was in existence, and refers to the act 
of prayer which was entirely apart from animal-sacrifices. When 
Moses and Hannah offered up petitions to God (Numbers xu, L, 
I Samuel i.. 10), nothing is said of the mediation of priests although 
the priesthood was then functioning. In both instances there was 
direct approach to God on the part of the person who prayed, and 
that must have been true of every Israelite who was prompted to 
pour out his heart in prayer. 

Verse 21. “ Earthen vessel.’ A later law (see xv., 12) enacted 
that when a vessel became defiled, if it were made of earthenware 
it was to be broken, but if of wood it was to be scoured with water. 
The traditional explanation of the difference is that the earthenware 
has a greater absorbtive capacity and scouring would not get rid of 
the impurity. It has also been suggested that earthenware vessels 
were so cheap that there would be no compunction about destroying 
them. Compare Lament. iv., 2, “ How are they esteemed as earthen 
pitchers,” i.¢., as something valueless.

The Jews of Chile. 
~H- - - 
Grand Rabbi Magenzo's Views.

Grand Rabbi Elijah Magenzo, of Santiago de Chile, who has been on 
a short visit to New York, described during his stay the situation of the 
Jews in Chile. of whom there are about 2.000, one-half of them being in 
Santiago, the capital. Rabbi Magenzo said that the Jewish community 
is very active, every Jew there being a Zionist and contributing his share to 
Zionist funds. A Jewish Centre building had recently. been erected at a 
cost of one million pesos. A Jewish parochial school was in existence which 
not only attracted Jewish children but was well attended by Gentiles, because 
of the excellence of its curriculum. There was, in addition, a Jewish clinic 
in Santiago where 9% per cent. of the patients were non-Jews, and a cultural 
centre which the Jews of Santiago were planning to erect. There is one 
Jewish weekly newspaper published in Spanish and another in Yiddish. 

Rabbi Mayenzo described how the Jewish community of Chile had 
come into existence. In 1905, he explained, a few Jews from Argentina 
decided to try their luck in the country across the Andes Mountains. Here 
they began to prosper and develop a love for Chile. They then brought 
over their families and settled down to a permanent life. From Brazil, 
also, Jews who suffered from a hot climate decided to migrate to the more 
temperate country. Consequently the Jews of Chile are not European 
immigrants who came there directly but Jews who migrated from the 
nelyhbouring countries. 


Opportunities of Further Immigration. 


The economic position of the Jews of Chile Rabbi Marengo described 
as favourable. There were no Jewish workmen or farmers, ‘The young 
people were going in for the professions. They spoke Spanish and were 
playing a prominent part in Chilean life. Though the temptation to inter- 
marry with the Spanish population was great, nevertheless intermarriages 
were few and far between. 

The world economic crisis had affected Chile because of the nitrate 
industry, which had been hard hit. There could, in consequence, be no 
talk of a Jewish mass immigration to Chile, although Jewish skilled workers 
from Eastern Europe, tailors, shoemakers, carpenters, plumbers, ete., 
could make a comfortable living there. 

Rabbi Marengo also stated that he sees no possibility of colonizing large 
numbers of Jews on farms in Peru. He also advises Jewish immigrants to 
avoid Bolivia and Equador as it is difficult for a European to adapt himself 
to their hot climate. He, however, saw some opportunities for further Jewish 
migration into Colombia where there were already considerable Jewish 
communities in Bogota, Barranquilla, Cartagena and other cities.

“We have gone too far in the direction of de-ritualising Judaism,”

connected with the Sabbath and the old custom of celebrating the second 
days of festivals. There is no reason, however, he argues, why there should 
not be a Seder in every Jewish home, why Chanuka and Purim should not 
be observed with fitting and joyous ceremonies, why Reform Jews should 
not have Kiddush and Habdala, and why Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
should not be made occasions for more than an annual visit to the Synagogue, 
Many of the old prayers, Rabbi Heller maintains, should be re-instituted 
in the Reform ritual, so should the layman's reading of the Torah, the 
celebration of Simchat Torah and the commemoration of the Fast of Tisha

American Immigration. 
Status Quo to Remain.

The Jenkins Immigration Bill, which reduces the immigration into the 
United States by 90 per cent. of the present quota, as well as the Hayden. 
Johnson Deportation Bill also seriously affecting Jewish interests, have not 
become law after all. It so happened that the Senate of the United States 
had no time ot opportunity to pass these two bills already approved by 
the House of Representatives on the eve of its adjournment. It was a 
mere accident that the final reading of the Bills before the House of Repre- 
sentatives was postponed from Saturday to Monday, delaying the voting 
by 48 hours. Then, when, with a delay, they did reach the Senate, an 
obstruction on the part of several Senators, headed by Senator Copeland, 
of New York, prevented’ the consideration of the Bills until the hour of 
adjournment. 

The existing immigration law, thus, rémains until the new 72nd Congress 
may reopen the question, It is hoped that when the matter comes up again 
for consideration, the economic conditions in the country will be improved, 
which will, of course, influence more favourably the attitude towards immi. 
vration. In the meantime, those who want to try their fortune in the 
United States ought to make use of this respite.

Poverty in Poland. 
——- --— 


The Lot of the Jewish Worker. 


From a ( ‘orres pondent- WARSAW, | 


‘The extent of poverty among Jewish working people in Poland, including 
small master-artisans, working at their homes, is revealed by an inquiry 
just made among the tailors of Brzesin. This littl town is a typical small 
industrial centre, where seventy-five per cent. of the Jewish population is 
occupied with tailoring. Fifty per cent. of them are working with the needle 
and the rest serve the trade with trimmings or act as factors. Before 
the War, Brszesin had for vears supplied Russia with cheap ready-made 
clothes. Life in the town was more or less stabilised and the population, 
though not flourishing, was vet in work and did not complain. 

Now only ten to twelve per cent. of the tailors have work, and even 
they are employed only three to four days a week and drag out a pitiful! 
existence, Their houses are cold, fuel being too dear for them, their daily 
food consists of potatoes with salt— meat and fish being a rarity even on 
festivals—the number of ailing people is enormous, The master-tailors 
themselves are not much better off than the people they employ. The prices 
for piecework are probably the lowest in the world. For cutting and sewing 
a man’s jacket, Is, 6d, ; for trousers, 9d., and so on. The small master-tailor 
earns about Is. 6d. per day, for which he has to work twelve hours, assisted 
by his children. The position is truly terrible. An entire population of « 
town, hard-working, willing and industrious, is slowly dying of hunger, 
with no prospect or any sign of improvement. 

It is of special interest to London, because the men’s coats and suits 
which are manufactured here are then exported to -England, where they 
are sold at prices considerably less than £1 each. , 

Not much better is the position in the big textile city of Lodz, w here 
over 4,000 Jewish weavers are idle. The Jewish weavers are accustomed 
to work on hand-looms, and, in view of the stagnation in the trade, they 
cannot get employment in the power-loom factories. Though the textile 
industry is controlled hy Jews, less than ten per cent. of the weavers in the 
industry are Jews. The attempts of the mill-owners to bring Jewish workers 
into their power-loom factories were met by opposition on the part of the 
Christian workers. Another fine example of workers’ solidarity, so far > 
Jews are concerned. The Christian workers consider the power- looms their 
reservation,” 

The Jewish monthly FotKsHiLr estimates, on the basis of statistica! 
data, that there are at present about 650,000 Jews in Poland without any 
means Of livelihood, or fixed profession. Not belonging to trade unions and 
not registered otherwise, they are outside the meagre dole paid to unem ployed 
in Poland. They are helpless, concentrated in villages and townlets, withou' 
prospects for the future, without a trade or profession, existing on the as=ist 
ance they receive from abroad or a pitiful occasional earning.

The CHIer RABBI said: 

These verses from the great Prophet, read last Sabbath, reflect a great 
deal of Israel’s spiritual history, ‘Thev tell us three things. First, they state 
the mission of Israel among the nations: “The people which | formed for 
Myself, they shall set forth My praise.” Israel is to proclaim God's sover- 
eignty and holiness. By its life and history, it is to set forth the existence 
of spiritual values in life, and a Divine Purpose in the universe ; without 
which spiritual values life would be meaningless; without which Divine 
Purpose the material universe would,-morally speaking, be no better than 
primeval chaos, iN. 

Secondly, they remind Israel that its story is a pendulum-like record 
of religious aspiration and backsliding into idolatry, of martyrdom for the 
ideal and disloyalty to the Truth. There are epochs in Jewish history when 
men’s souls are parched and dry, altogether devoid of the dew of faith and 
conviction ; when Israel forgets God, and a weariness of everything apper- 
taining to Jewish Duty and Destiny takes possession of Israel's spirit. ~ Thou 
hast not called upon me, O Jacob, but thou hast been weary of me, O Israel.

People. The Prophet concludes with the consoling promise that even as 
trees and plants, withered by drought, are restored and refreshed by rain, 
so will God's spirit ever revive Israel's offspring. Religious indifference and 
lassitude then vive way to a Jewish self-respect that esteems the name 
Israelite as the hivhest of all human titles, that transforms their 
Jewish birth for lsrael’s children into a source of strength and 
happiness, issuing in public self-dedication to Israel's welfare, to human welfare, 

Such a miracle of revival has over and over again occurred in Jewish 
history in the wake of some stirring event, of some rare historic occurrence, 
Fervently do we hope that a similar blessed result will in our own day crown 
this unique Festival, unparalleled in the history of Anglo-Jewry since the 
Resettlement, the three-fold celebration of the anniversaries of the London 
Aehillah, the Jewish Relivious Education Board and the Jewish Theological 
College of the British Empire. 

for indeed the Institutions participating in this celebration are not of 
vesterday ; and, moreover, they have their roots deep down in the soul of 
Israel. 

The first milestone in the life of the London Aehillah that we remember 
to-day Is the rewrouping, sixty years ago, of five Ashkenazi Synagogues in 
one administrative body. One of the individual Congregations thus incor- 
porated has its beginning in the eighteenth century, and another— the Great 
Synagogue —goes back to the seventeenth century. Whereas the Jewry of 
Norman and Plantagenct England, destroyed and dispersed in 1200, was 
Ashkenazi, the Jewry of the Resettlement was Sephardi. In 1692, however, 
the Ashkenazim who till that date formed part of the older Sephardi Com- 
munity, decided “to set forth the praise ” of God according to the minhag 
of their ancestral homes; and for this purpose they acquired a place of 
worship of their own. Recent research has established the fact, that the 
site chosen for that first Ashkenazi Synagogue was the very spot on which 
this present stately edifice was eventually erected, Since 1602, therefore, 
there has been an unbroken continuity of prayer, hymn and praise to the 
(rod of Isracl, three times every day, in this, the oldest Jewish place of 
worship in the English-speaking world, And it is no ordinary Congregation 
that began its record of service to British Jewry on this spot. For nearly 
two centuries, the ecclesiastical heads of this Synagogue largely controlled 
Jewish religious life not only in Great Britain, but throughout the Empi 
and beyond. Its lay administrators were among the principal champions 
in the fight for civic eman ipation ; they have been in the forefront of every 
movement for the advancement and organisation of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community ; and, at the same time, they have taken their ful! share in every 
patriotic and humanitarian endeavour. 

A new era opened in London Jewry when in 1870, after many years 
of effort on the part of Sir Anthony de Rothschild and Lionel Louis Cohen, 
the three City Svnagegues and their offshoots, the Central and Bayswater 
Synagogues, became incorporated as “The United Synagogue.” Under 
(jod’s blessing, those five houses of worship have now become thirty-three 

Constituent and Associate--Synagogues, And its wonderful growth in 
power and numbers has been accompanied by an ever-widening outlook 
in regard to its sphere of labour. In addition to bhilding houses of worship 
in new centres of the Met ropolitan Jewish population, and maintaining the 
various ecclesiastical and communal institutions of a world Aehillah, it has 
orvanised a wonderful network of “ Social Welfare * activities that extend 
far beyond the Metropolis; such as helping the helpless by visitation of 
hospitals, prisons and reformatories; taking charge of the burials of the friend- 
less poor, and coming to the rescue of the discharged prisoner ; and, by means 
of its renowned Arbitration Court in connection with the Beth Din, ful- 
filliny in a striking manner the sublime duty of “ bringing peace between 
man and his fellow” 79395 T= ow ANN. And to these widely 
ramified services in the realm of worship and loving-kindness, it has in recent 
vears added a new enthusiasm for Torah, liberally subventioning Jewish 
religious education, higher and elementary, both within and without its 
affiliated Svnagogues, Moreover, the United Synagogue has given its dis- 
tinctive character to: English Judaism, By its example and influence it has 
made Provressive Conservatism, te. religious advance without loss of 
traditional Jewish values and without estrangement from the collective con- 
sciousness of the House of Israel—the -Anglo-Jewish position in theology. 

The second milestone in our communal life that we call to mind to-day 
is the establishment, seventy-five vears ago, of Jews’ College for the training 
of teachers and interpreters of our Faith, who should be equipped with sound 
Hebrew knowledge combined with English culture. Its founders were Sir 
Moses Montefiore, the foremost Jewish world figure of that day, and the 
universally revered Chief Rabbi, Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler. Thanks 
to their influence and of the men of deep piety and phenomenal erudition 
who have been the academic guides of Jews’ College, it has sent forth genera- 
tions of earnest and gifted Ministers who have zealously and whole-heartedly 
spread the knowledge and love of Judaism among the sons and daughters 
of our people, both at home and overseas, At this Joint Anniversary service, 
our prayer may well be that Jews’ College continue to rear for Jewish Con- 
vregations throughout the Empire religious guides of faith and fervour, of 
learning and eloquence, of reverence and power. For we must never forget 
the peculiar interdependence of the community and Jews College ; that 
the future of our Community as a community, as a force in Israel, as a Divine 
inatrument for setting forth God’s praise and proclaiming the spiritual values 
in life, is dependent on the suecess of Jews’ College in the holy task entrusted 
to it, 

And the third milestone in our communal life that we recall to-day is the 
seventieth anniversary of the Jewish Religious Education Board, originally 
known as the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 
In arming thousands and thousands of the children of the poor against the 
moral dangers of life by teaching them the elementals and fundamentals of 
our Faith : by linking their soul with that of their People. a People that has 
for millenia held aloft the banner of the spirit in the teeth of a hostile world ; 
by teaching these children reverence and unquestioned obedience to higher 
things, and emancipating them from the tyranny of,low instincts and sordid 
ambitions—the Board has been rendering a service to the community that 
cannot be over-estimated. OYSY “Pay especial heed 
to the religious welfare of the poorest and the lowliest,” is the bidding 
of the ancient Rabbi, And all Jewish history teaches that it is the poor and 
lowly who are Israel’s Unknown Warriors. They bear the brunt of suffering 
in all the attacks on Israel, and it is to their stubborn and unbreakable loyalty 
that Israel’s victorious survival is largely due. May the name of Dayan 
Barnett Abrahams, therefore, be for ever remembered for good, who seventy 
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years ago initiated the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge ; and, likewise, the names of Henry Lucas and Nathaniel L. 
Cohen, who later reconstituted it to become a force for immeasurable and 
lasting good in our Community. 

Our historical survey is ended, It discloses a record of Jewish enthusiasm 
and Jewish achievement of which any Jewry can well be proud. We do 
not forget that, as in every religious community, there have also been ebb- 
tides in the inner history of the London Aehilliah; days when weariness of 
Israel possessed the souls of many. However, though the drift towards 
apostasy did indeed at one time work havoc in our midst, it was a mere 
passing phase. And the rulers of the Great Synagogue and its sister Con 
gregations, the founders and friends of Jews’ College and of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, have given to Anglo-Jewry examples of men of 
light and leading who loved their God with all their heart, soul and might ; 
men who faced and conquered the spiritual perils of prosperity ; men who 
fearlessly championed the cause of oppressed Israel everywhere, and deemed 
the name Israelite the highest of human titles. Their memory irresistibly 
jmpels us to repeat the words of Ben Sira, the Hebrew sage : 


‘ Let us now praise famous men ; 
Our fathers in their venerations 


Leaders of the people by their counsels, 
And rulers by means of their foresight ; 


Rich men furnished with ability, 
Living peacefully in their habitations, 


But these were men of mercy, 
Whose righteous deeds have not been forwotten : 
Their children stand fast in the covenants. 


Their name liveth for evermore, 
And the congregation telleth out their praise.” 


Of these praises, the greatest is: “Their children stand fast in the covenants,” 
These famous men would, indeed, have rejoiced to see their descendants 
at this hour presiding over the Institutions which they established. 

May we live to see to-day’s celebration and service bringing with them 
such an outpouring of the Divine Spirit that our old men dream dreams and 
our young men see visions ; that, whether old or young, theirs be the glad 
self-dedication to the cause of Israel and Humanity that can give reality to 
noble dreams and visions; and that, throughout their lives. all of them 
willingly and joyfully identify themselves with everything that advances 
God’s Kingdom on earth.

Postponed Appeal. 


Speeches by Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, 0.B.E., Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
the Chief Rabbi, the Grand Rabbin of France, and others. 


Mr. Lionet De 0.B.E., presided over the dinner, which 
was held in the evening at the Connaught Rooms, Kingsway, and was attended 
by a large and distinguished gathering. 

The CHAIRMAN said they were delighted to see a representative -of his 
Majesty's Government in the presence of the Secretary of State for the 
Dominions attending their Dinner that evening. They were glad to have 
him in his official capacity, as the Jewish Rabbis trained in Jews’ College 
would, he hoped, one day be the spiritual guardians of many Jewish Con- 
gregations in the Dominions. Mr. Thomas was an asset at any public dinner, 
and he was always welcome with his cheery face and good humour which had 
never failed in his experience all the time that he had known him, which was 
now some twenty vears. It was most courteous of the Grand Rabbin of 
France, Dr. Israel Levi, to come over for the occasion. I[t was a great 
compliment to the Jewish Community in London, and they were grateful 
to him. And lastly, the toast was also coupled with the name of Sir Francis 
Montefiore, who was too well known to them all for him to have to introduce 
him. They had hoped to start an appeal at that dinner which was to help 
in rebuilding the Jewish Communal Centre that was to supply. Jews’ College 
with a home and the United Synagogue and other Jewish Institutions with 
offices. With trade so bad and taxation so high they judged the moment 
not opportune, and they had postponed the appeal for a brief period, but 
sooner or later it would have to come, and sooner or later he hoped that all 
the ladies and gentlemen who were present that evening would be prepared 
to open their purse-strings wide and give them the £60,000 to £100,000 which 
would be required to make the building worthy of the Jewish Community. 
As the communal centre of Jewish life in the British Empire a building costing 
that amount of money was nothing, and it would be a shame if they could 
not raise the money. Some money had already been collected towards this 
Communal Centre. They all missed the presence at that function of that 
lady who, during her residence in this country, had so endeared herself to 
the Community. He referred to the late Mrs. Hertz. The memorial which 
was raised to perpetuate her name had been earmarked for this communal 
centre, provided that a hall was named after her. The sum of £1,820 had 

been collected by the Committee which was formed to undertake the task. 


Preserving the Jewish Soul. 


The Rt, Hon, J. H, Thomas, M.P., said that when the history of nations 
came to be written; when the history of people was truly recorded, no 
grander page would be wyitten than that which described a people hunted, 
hounded, mistrusted and ill-treated, but keeping clearly in mind that great 
faith that says: What does it profit a man if he gain the whole world, if he 
loses his soul.”” The Jewish people throughout all their trials, tribulations.and 
hardships had never lost their soul. (Applause.) ‘They had held on to a 
faith and a hope and a belief that said: “* Hold fast and we will triumph ; 
there will come a day when our cause will be recognised ; there will come a 
time when like all other people,we will be able to call somewhere our home ; 


and there will come an opportunity when we will not apologise for our faith 
or be ashamed of our language.’ With that belief, with that inspiration 
and with that guiding force, the Jewish people worked, argued, and broke 
down prejudices. There was a time when a message went forth to the world 
that, at last, Jewry had triumphed, and they would be able to say: * At last 
we shall teach our own language and our own Faith and be able to pass on 
our own ideals.’ There was not a Jew in the world who was not proud and 
happy when that declaration was made. Let him,as one who in the first 
Labour Government was privileged and proud to re-declare what was called 
the Balfour Declaration, say to them and through them to the world that he 
had never believed and did not believe to-day that there was any Jew who 
accepted that messaye merely as an indication that he was going to supplant 
(Applause.) He did not intend and never intended merely to 
supersede someone else. 

Rabbi Dr. Isragt Levi, the Grand Rabbin of France, said he deemed 
jt a great honour as the representative of French Jewry to be present amon, 
them on that notable occasion in the history of the Anglo-Jewish Community. 
He also paid a tribute to the late Dr. Hermann Adler, to Dr. Hertz, and to 
Dr. Buchler. 

Srr Francis Montertore, Bart., said he had the greatest pleasure 
in associating himself with Mr. Thomas and the Chief Rabbin of France in 
the eloquent tribute they had paid to the great Institutions whose far. 
reaching influence in the Jewish spiritual realm they had met to celebrate 
that night. He earnestly hoped that the spirit of Jewish brotherhood would 
urow in strength and he heartily joined in the wish that Jews’ Colleve. the 
United Synagogue and the Jewish Religious Education Board would continue 
to prosper and to justify all the hopes of their pious founders. 


Bright Future for Jews’ College. 

The Cuter Rapet or Tae Brarrisu EMPIRE proposed the toast of 
College. The Jewish Religious Edneation Board and The United Synagogue.” 
Dr. Hertz said that when, sixty years ago, the United Synagogue came into 
existence, it was hailed in responsible quarters as the most important event 
in Anglo-Jewry since the Resettlement. It was a correct estimate. The 
coming of the United Synagogue had indeed changed the whole current of 
Anglo-Jewish history. For one thing it put an end to the spirit of senseless, 
petty rivalry between individual congregations, with the consequent over 
communal activities, and under-lapping — in 


someone else.

lapping in some of the 


others, i... serious neglect of those vital services in a community 
which a congregation could not undertake single-handed. The 
founders of the United Synagogue felt that the energy spent in 


pointless rivalry could better be spent in fighting irreligion and materialism 
and moral squalor, Jewish ignorance of Judaism and all preventible misery. 
It was to such leaders that the unique position which the United Synagogue 
held was largely due. And in the men at present guiding its destinies, 
with their Chairman as President, the United Synagogue continued to have 
such leaders at its helm. In joining the Jewish Religious Education Board 
in this toast. he was happy once again to pay tribute to the immense and 
lasting services for the religious future of the Community that this septua.- 
yenarian organisation had to its eredit. The men of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board had ever been guided by the conviction that the highest 
spiritual possibilities of the Jewish child could only be evoked by the sublime 


. teachings of the Jewish Faith, hy Jewish Worship, and by the soul-stirring 


story of Israel's martyrdom and unflinching witnessing to the Truth through. 
out the ages. And all those to whom their Faith was dear would always 
be among the active well-wishers of the Jewish Religious Education Board. 
As to Jews’ College, that noble Institution had for many years been taught 
to consider itself the Cinderella of the Community ; whereas to-night 
was the senior partner in an historic celebration in which the United Syna. 
vogue was only one of the juniors! Jews’ College, however, did not at all 
feel uncomfortable in such powerful company. Far more than the juniors 
had ever given to Jews. College, Jews’ College had given to them. In the 
modern world a religion was judged by its guides, its teachers and inter- 
preters. And for three generations, Jews’ College had now given the Jewish 
Communities throughout their world-encircling Empire religious guides 
of vision and deep Jewish convictions, teachers and interpreters fortified 
by the best culture of Judea and the highest ideals of the age (applause). 
There were thus the best of reasons why the Community should love and 
cherish Jews’ College. He was convinced that whatever might have been 
the case in the past, a bright future opened for Jews’ College in the new 
Communal Centre projected primarily to house it and its remarkable Library. 
which was larger than that possessed by any other Jewish Theologica! 
institution in Europe (applause). 


The Work of the United Synagogue. 

Sir Ropert Watery Coneyx, K.B.E., responded to the toast. He 
thanked Major Isidore Salmon, M.P., and his Committee for the splendid 
way in which they had arranged the celebrations, and expressed gratitude 
to the Wardens and Board of Management of the Great Synagogue for 
enabling them to have the service in that historic building and to hear the 
excellent sermon by the Chief Rabbi. He also thanked the Rev. H. 
Mayerowitsch who had conducted the service, and Mr. Levine, the Choir: 
master. He sometimes thought, said Sir Robert, that the word “ Pro- 
uressive ’ had been rather unkindly monopolised by a section of their com- 
munity. In the presence of quite a large number of that section who had 
done them the honour of attending the dinner, he ventured to claim that 
Jews’ College, the Jewish Religious Education Board and the United Syna- 
gogue as they turned back that day at the milestones which their Jubilee 
represented could look back upon their histories and show a record that was 
progressive in the bes! sense of that word. . Great and august Bodies moved 
slowly, but by the time Jews’ College entered the new building they 
hoped to see it take its rightful place as part of London University. 
Nir Robert, in paying a tribute to the Jewish Religious Education Board, 
referred particularly to the services rendered by Dr, Eichholz and Mr. Herbeit 
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Adler, the Director of Education. Speaking of the United Synagogue, he 
mentioned that they started in 1870 with 1,500 members ; now the number 
was 15,000, These members, through the United Synagogue, were con- 
tributing between £30,000 and £40,000 to the general purposes of the Jewish 
Community in London (applause), He did not think any better illustration 
than that was needed of the value which had come to the Jewish Community 
from uniting its forces rather than dividing them. 

The toast of the Chairman was given by Mr. Saemy Jarner, the Chair. 
man of the Cowacii of Jews’ College, who said that Mr. de Rothschild was 
not only their leader but also their guide, He had proved that again, For 
years the problem of a Communal Centre seemed insoluble, until at last 
when a threefold Jubilee had aroused the cordial sympathy of wider circles, 
he selected the right moment to carry out what was dear to their hearts, 
What precisely did this day of Jubilee mean to them all? It meant, 
if they looked at it from all points of view: A new epoch for Jews’ College ; 
« new opportunity for the Jewish Religious Education Board; and a new 
era for the United Synagogue, nay for the whole Community (applause), 
it was therefore a most gratifying feature of that day's event that all sections, 
all classes of British Jewry, had rallied under the flag hoisted by their 
“hairman, all desirous and keen to be helpful, But their real task had only 
begun. “ Look yonder,” said Mr, Japhet, ‘‘there is the model of the new home 
which is going to be erected in Tavistock Square, This home, a veritable 
-ommunal centre, will unite under its roof everything that is our own in 
an intellectual and social respect, It shal rise as a landmark on 
our road to progress, as a symbol of what public spirit can achieve. 
The public spirit is in evidence, but of course the money has still 
to be found. But here I feel rather optimistic, Already one noble-minded 
lady has subscribed a splendid amount to perpetuate the memory of her 
late lamented husband, the great communal worker, the staunch friend of 
Jews’ College, Sir Adolphe Tuck, And Lady Spielman and her committce 


have most kindly allocated the Rose Hertz Fund to our purpose, I am 


sure others will follow.”

Jews’ College Anniversary Celebration. 


The celebrations were continued on Tuesday afternoon at 
Jews’ College. The proceedings, which lasted over three hours, 
began with an address by the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, 
President of the College, Dr. HERTZ said: | 


As President of Jews’ College, it is my great privilege to extend a 
most cordigl weleome to all those who have come here to-day to share 
in our Festival rejoicings. To His Eminence the Grand Rabbin of 
France and the delegates of Rabbinical Seminaries, general Theological 
Institutions and University Bodies; the ‘representatives of 
Anglo-Jewish organisations, whether congregational, communal or 
educational ; to all friends of Learning who by their presence here 
to-day proclaim themselves our well-wishers; and, last but not 
least, to those who have received their training for the sacred calling 
within the walls of Jews’ College—-I greet them in the olden words ; 
oe “ Peace, peace to him that cometh from far 
and to him that cometh from near.” Welcome all to Jews’ College ! 


Our Festival Celebration to-day is but a continuation of yesterday's 
Festival Service. We thus “go from strength to strength,” 
Sn 5x Sema, which words of the Psalmist the Rabbis apply to 
those who proceed from the Synagogue to the House of Learning, 
there to be oceupied in the study of the Torah. Yesterday we 
assembled in the Great Svnagogue to render thanks unto God Almighty 
for having kept us in life, preserved us and caused us to see the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of Jews’ College; and, to-day, we meet in this 
House of Learning to consider the significance of an institution such 
as ours in the spiritual history of Israel. 

If we would evaluate any religious or cultural phenomenon in Jewish 
ife, we must first of all translate it and all that it connotes, into the sacred 
‘onwue of the Israckite, the Hebrew Language. In such a translation, Jews’ 
‘‘ollegwe is Beth Hamidrash, ** House of Studv.”” Now the Beth Hamidrash 
is & spetific creation of Isracl—the People that has been the most persistent 
of all peoples in its defiance of brute force and in its exaltation of the things 
of the spirit; the People whose reverence for scholarship stands unsur- 
passed among the nations, and whose uninterrupted learned Tradition goes 
back at least two thousand years. Religious study as embodied in the 
Beth Hamidrash is—-in the fine phrase of that ancient sage and warrior, 
mystic and martyr, Rabbi Akiba—the very element of Israel's existence. 
Even as fish cannot live out of water,” he said, “‘ so is Israel doomed to 
perish, if ever it. were divorced from the study of the Torah.’ Apart from 
the direct intercourse of preyer, study of the Torah was to the Rabbis the 
way of closest approach to God; in Kepler's phrase, ‘‘ thinking God's 
thoughts after Him.” Study of the Law constituted Divine Worship, 
and has rightly been called the Rabbinic form of the Beatific Vision. 
‘ Whenever two meet together and interchange words of Torah,” says & 
vreat Mishna teacher, ‘ the Shechinah, the Divine Presence, abides between 
them.” And this religious study was disinterested study; not study in 
order that people may call’ you Sage or Master, but study from pure love 
of God, to cleave more closely to Him through the knowledge and under- 
standing of His Word. ‘‘ Study of the Torah for its own sake,”’ exclaims 
Rabbi Meir, “‘ clothes a man in meekness and reverence; through him the 
world enjoys counsel and sound knowledge, understanding and moral 


strength ; the secrets of the Torah are revealed to him, and he is made— 


like a river that flows on with ever-sustained vigour.” Here, indeed, we 
have something new under the sun—the formulation of the ennobling ideal 


of Learning for its own sake (lishmoh), constitating a ‘‘ variety of relfgious 
experience " for hich one may look in vain among any other people, 


Judaism and Learning. 

So much for the theoretical importance attached to Religious Learning 
in Rabbinic Thought. Even greater is the efficacy of this Learning in 
preserving the Jew throughout the Dark Ages, which for him lasted for 
over 1,500 years, ‘ Persecution came to the Jewish nation in its most 
horrible forms,”’ says the historian Lecky, ‘* yet surrounded by every cir- 
cumstance of petty annoyance that could destroy its grandeur; and it 
continued for centuries their abiding portion. But above all this, the 
genius of that wonderful people fose supreme.” The fire which kindled 
that genius and gave it inextinguishable vitality; which saved the Jew 
from the degradation that rightlessness-and unceasing obloquy, torture and 
hideous suffering bring in their train, was the fire of Tulmud Torah burning 
without interruption in the Beth Hamidrash. Bialik, the great poet of 
the Jewish Renaissance, rightly hails the Beth Hamidrash as the source 
of Jewish idealism and death-defying heroism, as the Hearth and Citadel 
of the Jewish spirit throughout the days of martyrdom and hate. 

It is not generally realised that the Beth Hamidrash and its old Jewish 
Learning have com> down as a dominating force in Jewish life almost to our 
own day. Thus, ithas been well said among the Jews of Lithuania there was, 
& generation ago, no learned estate; not because there were no scholars, 
but because the people itself was a nation of scholars, and men in the humblest 
callings in life were assiduous students of the Ta'mudic Writings. The ideal 
type for every Eastern European Jew wes the Lamdan, the scholar—an ideal 
reflected even in the cradle-songs of those Jewries ; and the highest ambition 
of every father and mother was that their sons and, if they had only daughters, 
that their sons-in-law, should be Lamdim. You may deride that Learning 
as unwordly and one-sided. Yet it was both wide and deep, for it embraced 
the almost boundless domain of religious Hebrew literature, and involved the 
knowledge of one of the most intricate systems of law. 

Though this was still largely true of Jewish Communities in Fasten 
Europe down to the end of the last century, the religious situation was far 
otherwise in Western Jewries. One hundred and fifty years ago, the Jew of 
Western Europe began to grope irresolutely out of the Ghetto. At every 
forward step, he stumbled over some problem of religious adjustment to the 
totally different conditions of the emancipation era, that was dawning upon 
him. The solution of these adjustment problems, sometimes the product 
of abstract ideology, sometimes of experimental eccmpromise, amounted to a 
spiritual revolution. ‘This spiritual revolution ran its course earliest in Italy, 
France and Germany; but very much the same results were reached by a 
slower process in other countries. In this revolution, it was the old Jewish 
Learning that suffered most ; and with it the Rabbi, he who had been trained 
in the old Learning and only in the old Learning, and who had hitherto 
guided his community by the light of that old Learning. Gradually it was 
seen that the Rabbinical office would have to be reshaped and reconstituted ,

if it was to meet the ineluctable demands of the living present. In Germany, 
even the title ‘‘ Rabbi’ was for a time looked upon as an anachronism and 
was studiously shunned ; some holders of the office preferred to be known as 
Prediger, Religionsiehrer, Haham, anything rather than Rabbiner.. On 
all sides. it was felt that if the Rabbi was to be a “‘guide ofthe perplexed "’ 
of his time. and stand forth as the champion, interpreter and representative 
of his Faith and People, as he undoubtedly was throughout the past ages, 
it was imperative that, in addition to the old Jewish Learning, he be equipped 
with the best general culture of the day. 
Seats of Jewish Learning. 

Tt was this recognition which at last led to the creation of Rabbinica| 
Seminaries for the training of the new type of religious guide and teacher 
demanded by the new times. The first of these Seminaries was the Collegio 
Rabbinico at Padua, opened under the illustrious Samuel David Luzzatto in 
T8290. In 1830, the Yeshiba at Metz was re-organised on modern fines, and, 
on its later transference to Paris, betame the Ecole Rabbinique de France. 
Nothing leas than epoch-making in modern Jewish spiritual history was the 
establishment in 1854 of the Jewish Theological Semfinary in Breslau. Its 
Director was the renowned Talmudic scholar, Zechariah Fraenkel, the leader 
of those who stood for “* positive, historical Judaism © in that groping and 
religiously unsettled generation. His principal co-workers in the Seminary 
were Graetz the historian, and Jacob Bernays, the Hellenic scholar. In the 
following vear, Jews’ College opened its doors ; and it is thus among the very 
first modern Rabbinic schools in the world. 

What characterises all these Seminaries, and their daughter institu- 
tions in Europe and America,‘is not only that the students of the old Jewish 
Learning within their walls are expected at the same time to attend, or, better 
still, to have attended, higher institutions of general culture, but that the 
concept of the old Learning itself has been enlarged and well-nigh trans- 
formed. Attention is devoted in them to a great many things concerning 
Bible and Talmud, Jews and Judaism, that were undreamt of in the old 
Beth Hamidrash. Moreover, all subjects are in the leading Rabbinical 
Seminaries taught and studied in an academic atmosphere, and according 
to “ scientific’ methods and University standards; and the teacher does 
not so much impart facts, as the method to discover facts and to convert 
and correlate them into truths. A University accumulates and incfeases 
the intellectual capital of mankind ; it proclaims and enriches the thoughts 
that have been tested and established; it expounds and vindicates the 
principles that have become part of the immemorial wisdom of the race ; 
.it frees the mind from what is narrow, partisan and temporary, and saves 
the present from an endless repetition of exploded error. The same must in 
all fairness be said of the Jewish atademic institutions in which Jewish 
scholars consecrate their lives to the study of the revelation of the Divine 
Spirit in the history and literary monuments, in the beliefs and customs, 
in the laws and institutions of Israel. Nothing Jewish is foreign to the teachers 
in these Seminaries, nothing in which the Jewish psyche has expressed itself, 
no vestige or footprint which the Jew or any of his works has left upcn the 
shores of time. Building on the foundations of the pioneers of the new 
Learning—Elijah Wilna Gaon and Yechiel Heilprin, Krochmal and Rappa- 
port, Zonz and Steinschneider—they have brought to light unsuspected 
treasures of Jewish aspiration and thought ; they have opened new horizons 
of Jewish spiritual endeavour and historie achievement; and they shave 
revealed to Jews and non-Jews alike the infinite worth and wealth of thought 
and ideals enshrined in the Jewish past. Dean Swift once bitterly complained 
that some men had just enough religion in them to hate one another, but 
not quite €nough religion in them to love one another. We, too, may complain 
that in regard to Jews and Judaism, there has been, and, alas, often still 
is, just enough familiarity with Judaism for ridicule but not enough for 
reverence, 


Judaism as a Cultural Force. 

The results of these scholars labours have taught the non-Jewish world 
that Jewish history did not end with the destruction of the Temple by the 
Romans, and that Judaism did not automatically cease with a certain violent 
schism within our religious household some 1,900 yeers ago. And, as for 
the Jew, the exposition of his incomparable past and the vindication of 
Judaism as a cultural force at the hands of these scholars, have roused many 
froin their soul-shimber, opened their eyes to the spiritual wonders of Judaism, 
and re-awakened a Jewish consciousness in them that caused them to exclaim : 
* Surely God is in this place, and I knew it not."’ They came to see that 
Judaism is more than a creed or a theology, greater than a denomination 
or a church ; that it is a religious civilisation, a spiritual culture, steeped in 
holiness and aglow with a passion for righteousness; that, though its be- 
ginnings go back to hoary antiquity, and it has continued to be a fertilising 
river feeding all the great streams of human culture, there lie enshrined 
in this Jewish civilisation elemental, original forces which to this day have 
lost none of their effectiveness ; forces that, thank God, are still our sacred 
possessions for the salvation of Israel, for the salvation of Mankind. 

The transmission of this Jewish civilisation—ite message, diseipline anc 
outlook on all questions of Life and Eternity—is the main function of Jews’ 
College. Its purpose is officially defined to ‘be the education and training 
of Rabbis, Ministers, and Teachers of Religion in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of Traditional Judaism. The motto of the College is: ‘The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of Wwisdomi”’ ;*and the profound scholars who have 
guided its academic destinies have ever laid the main stress not on mere 
knowledge, “but on conviction. I know that conyjction "is quite 
‘unpopular word at the present day, but that fact heed Hot disturb us much. 

Tt may ‘be soiind modest; tind at’ the Sdifie ‘tine intéllectual™ says Prof. 
{Louis Ginzberg, the great American savant, ‘‘ to. deacribe oneself merely 
;® searcher for truth, but who will search for truth if there is no truth to be 
found?

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of those for whom Judaism ceased to be a living organism.” Ta Jews’

For three generations, Jews’ College has been true to the ideal of those 
. ho founded it, and has fully justified itself by the line of earnest and eloquent, 
. \f- sacrificing and scholarly Ministers it has supplied to English-speaking 
(ongregations. And accordingly this day, which marks the completion of 
«-venty-five years of service to the sacred cause of Judaism, may well be to 
us a Stmehat Torah, a Rejoicing of the Law. 
\braham, Moses, Samuel, David and Elijah all rejoiced on Simchat Torah. 
|hough that Festival came into existence thousands of years after their day, 
felt that they were the fathers and pioneers of Judaism, the teachers and 
transmitters of the Torah, without whose life-work no J'orah would have 
-om? down to us. In the same way, we feel that the men who toiled for 
Jews’ College trom its very beginning are with us in spirit on this Simchat 
/orah of their beloved Institution. We think of Chief Rabbis Nathan and

_o, it was placed in the hands of the renowned scholar, Prof. Adolph Biichler, 
\» less present is to us the memory of the distinguished lay founders 
and administrators——Sir Moses Montefiore and Sir Barrow Ellis, Charles 
Scmuel and Sir Adolph Tuck, Joshua M. Levy and 8. H. Emanuel, whose 
‘.bours of love in seeking the welfare of the College are nobly carried on to- 
day by our Chairman of Council, Mr. 8. Japhet. The friends of the College 
who have gone to the realms of light rejoice with those of us who are con- 
tinuing in their footsteps, that the vital need of Jews’ College for the spiritual 
welfare of British Jewry is no longer a matter of argument or doubt, either 
at home or anywhere in the British Dominions overseas. And the presence 
here to-day of distinguished representatives of Continental Jewries and of 
\cademic Bodies, Jewish and non-Jewish, shows that all recognise the 
historic importance of this day, the seventy-fifth anniversary of one of the 
oldest and not least distinguished of modern seats of Jewish Learning. 


The Principal, Dr. A. BUCHLER, said that the late Principals and 
Teachers of the College had cheerfully borne the burden of mani- 
fold duties, and had readily given of their strength and of their 
jJearning to the sacred task of training Teachers and Preachers for 
the Jews in the United Kingdom and in the Empire. In this 
connection Dr. Biichler said that their fullest measure of gratitude 
was due to the late Dr. Michael Friedlinder, who for forty-two years 
was the Principal of Jews’ College. In commemorating the 
Founders of the College and its Teachers, they all solemnly vowed 
to follow in their footsteps and to merit being called their worthy 
disciples. “And all Thy children shall be taught of the Lord and 
great shall be the peace of Thy children.”

“ Even as ib was my privilege to welcome you to this Festival 
Celebration, it is now my duty in the name of the College to thank 
you for your presence this afternoon. Especially must I thank the 
Delegates of the Communities and of the Academic Bodies for their 
cordial greetings, congratulations and good wishes tous.... As 
to Jews’ College, it will with the help of God continue to train Jewish 
scholars—men of culture and conviction—as religious guides for the 
Jewish Communities in the Empire. May those of us who, a genera- 
tion hence, shall be privileged to participate in its centenary cele-

The Jewish Corpses Problem. 


Fruitless Debate.in Polish Parliament. . . 


[From a Correspondent-—W ARsaw. | 


The Polish students still insist on the delivery of a quota of Jewish 
corpses for the dissecting rooms of the Medical Faculties of the Universities 
and in their demand they are being supported by the Polish Parliament, 
So long as a sufficient number of Jewish corpses are not supplied by the 
Jews themselves, justice and the principle of equality, so dear to their hearts 
aré jeopardised, the students say. 

For over two years this important problem has been continually 
discussed and every time it is ventilated in public the impression 
créated is that some Polish politicians take a rather morbid delight in 
dwelling on it. Last week Parliament was occupied for hours with the 
* Jewish corpses problem ” in connection with the Bil regulating the supply 
of corpses introduced by Deputy Gruenbaum. According to this Bill the 
responsibility for supplying corpses for the dissecting reoms of the Medical 
Faculties would be placed on the Government and the University authorities, 
thus putting a stop to the gruesome avitation that Jewish medical students 
should provide Jewish corpses for dissection or that the Aehillah should 
supply them with these. 

The Sejm, however, defeated this sensible Jewish Bill, leaving the 
question open to be exploited for anti-Jewish propaganda and used as a 
sround for excesses in the University. 

The debate on the Bill provided room for the mest learned discussions 
on Jewish ritual problems, the Ghetto spirit and so en, revealing that some 
Polish deputies consider themselves authorities on Jewish law and customs. 

Deputy Bieleczki, who was the Rapporteur on the Bill, blandly declared 
that, according to his information, the Talmud does not prohibit the dis- 
section of corpses. “It is a mere Ghetto prejudice, which must be broken 
once for all,’ he said. He also quoted statistics to prove that in Warsaw 
during four years only eleven Jewish corpses had been supplied to the 
University. 

Deputy Mrs. Wolska, in opposing the bill, declared that all Polish students 
support the demand for Jewish corpses for “ purely ethical reasons and 
motives of sentiment.’ The Christian students cannot bear to see Jews 
working on Christian corpses. 

Deputy Rabbi Levin was obliged to doubt the Talmudic knowledge 
of Pan Bieleczki, and contended that Jewish law unequivocally prohibits 
the dissection of dead bodies. 

Deputy Sommerstein declined to argue in the Sejm on points of Jewish 
religious law. He simply insisted on behalf of the Jewish deputies that 
the question should be regulated in the ordinary way by the Government 
as it is done in all other countries. It is perverse and unconstitutional, he 
said, to allow practices which re-establish medieval treatment of religious 
communities,

Despite the decision of the Central Committee of the Agudat 
Yisrael Organisation not to carry too far the new Government 
regulations providing for the disfranchisement of non-religious Jews 


in the Jewish communal elections, reports from many provincial 


places state that, as a result of the action of the Agudat Yisrael 
members of the Jewish communal election committees, many Jews 
have been disfranchised on account of their irreligious reputation. 
Many Jews have also been disfranchised merely because they are 
beardless. 


Upper Silesia and the Jews. 
A Welcome Proclamation. 
[From our Correspondent—BERLIN.| 


The Governor of the Province of Upper Silesia has just published 
& proclamation, which in these days of anti-Semitism must give all 
German Jewry the highest satisfaction. Ten years ago last Friday 


Upper Silesia voted to remain with Germany. In his proclamation 
the Governor recalls the patriotism that led the Germans to remain 
true to their flag and save the province from Poland. Then he con. 
tinues: “ I want particularly to mention the fighters of the Jewish 
faith. In all parts of Upper Silesia the Jewish population fought in the 
front rank for Germany. I could mention innumerable names: but 
I shall mention but one who gave his whole self to the cause: the 
late Dr. Bloch.” 

Many a good Jew sacrificed his life then, as he did during the 
War. Two of them must be’ mentioned to-day: Rudolf Haase, of 
Rybnik, a High School boy, only fifteen years old, who was arrested 
by Polish Insurgents and shot; and Herbert Cohn, eighteen vears 
old, a volunteer, who fell fighting on May 3ist, 1921. Even at that 
time the anti-Semites demanded the exclusion of the Jews from the 
franchise. The Governor, then Doctor Ernst, answered: “ More than 
99 per cent. of all Jews of Upper Silesia are against a Polish annexation 
We are convinced that in this fight we can absolutely rely upon the 
Jews, while other circles that always like to call themselves national 
are frightened and dare not come to the front. For that reason we 
cannot miss the co-operation of the Jews under any circumstances.’ 

Another man, who was killed during one of the Polish attacks 
was Lieutenant Sack. Dying, he was asked whether he would like 
a priest. He called for a Rabbi. Until then nobody had known 
that he wasa Jew. His last words were : “ My poor Germany.’ He 
was buried by the Jewish Community with highest honours. 

The Jews of Upper Silesia have always played an important réie 
in their country. As early as the year 965, the Jewish Sage Ibrahim 
Ibn Jakub wrote the history of these Jews. Jakub had been sent 
by his master, the Sultan of Morocco, to Magdeburg on a_ special 
mission to the court of the Emperor Otto. 


New Grand Rabbin of Belgium. 


Dr. Joseph Wiener Elected. 
[From our Correspondent.—ANTWERP.| 

Rabbi Dr. Joseph Wiener, of Antwerp, has been unanimously 
elected Grand Rabbin of Belgium, in succession to Rabbi Ginsburger, 
who resigned some time ago. 

Rabbi Dr. Wienér, who is a native of Mommenheim (Alsace), 
studied in the Universities and Seminaries of Strassbourg, Berlin 
and Breslau, and received his Doctorate in Philosophy and Oriental 
languages. He is an authority on Pedagogics, and his writings 
include a Commentary on Maimonides. He was Rabbi in Alsace for 
eight years before he came to Antwerp in 1904 as Rabbi of the 
Community, and has held the post uninterruptedly. He remained 
at Antwerp during the War, and in those difficult times he under- 
took the task of providing food for the Jewish population which 
remained in the city. He also organised help for the wounded 
Jewish and other prisoners of war who found themselves in the 
Antwerp hospital. After the War, he took an active part in the 
establishment of charitable and educational institutions, among 
which was the Central Association of Jewish Charities. His services 
were recognised by the Government, and he was awarded tle 
Order of Leopold. 

Rabbi Dr. Wiener, who is a Zionist, is a very popular figure 
among all classes of the population, and he is an eloquent speaker 
in several languages.

SEPHARDI MELODIES. 


This handsomely produced volume of Sephardi melodies [The 
Traditional Chants of thé Spariish and Portugtese Jews Congregation. 
London: Oxford University Press. Half calf, 21s. ; cloth, 7. 6d.] is 
the most valuable publication of Jewish traditional synagogue music which 
has appeared in this country since the turn of the present century, 

It is divided into two parts. Part I_consists of a photographic repro- 
duction of “ The Ancient Melodies of the TRurgy of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Jews,”’ the joint production of Emanuel Aguilar and the Rev. D. A. 
de Sola in 1857, the latter having selected the melodies, and the former 
adding the harmonies. 

The work has long been out of print, and although copies are occasion- 
ally to be found by the bibliophile, until the present reissue the collection 
was beyond the horizon of the ordinary reader, and while the treasures 
therein contained could catch the ear of those who attended services at the 
Sephardi congregations, they were lost to sight in general. The Rev. David 
Bueno de Mesquita in his very admirable preface indulges in no speculative

“ HISTORY OF PALESTINE,” by Dr. Angelo 5. Rappoport (Allen 
and Unwin, 12s.

Members of the Society, said Mr. Webber, as well as all those 
interested in Jewish Law, were under a deep debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Langdon for having been the President since the inception of 
the Society. He regretted the resignation both as Chairman of the 
Coinmittee and in the capacity of a personal friend. This regret 
was, he was sure, equally felt by every member of the Society. 

Mr. LANGDON, in thanking Mr. Webber said he had done his little 
best. and he hoped it was successful. 

In the course of his Paper, Mr. WeBBeR said that Dr. A. Gulak. 
formerly an Advocate of Olessa, and, since 1925, Lecturer in Jewish 
Law at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, had during the 
last ten years produced two standard works of Jewish Legal 
Research. For an authoritative exposition of the whole of Jewish 
Law, one would always refer to the mediwval codes of Maimonides 
aud «f Joseph Caro. But for a terse re-statement, illustrated 
by Greek and Roman parallels, the student would increasingly 
turn to Gulak’s Institutes (1923). Then, in 1926, came the 
“Osar Hlashetarot.’ This Treasury of Mediwval Jewish Deeds 
was a veritable cxpression of law in daily life and, moreover, 
was a standard source book of Jewish conveyances and pre- 
cedents. Dr. Gulak’s History was one of the few significant 
hooks. written on Jewish Law in this generation. The book, said 
Mr. Webber, was amply documented from Jewish sources—Biblical, 
Mishnaic, Talmudic and Medieval. 

Those who took part in the discussion were Professor Dr. A. 
Biichler, Profossor Dr. Samuel Daiches, Rabbi, Dayan L. Mendelsohn, 
Rabbi, M.A., Mr. Janus Cohen, B.A... and Mr. H. Baker, B.A.

Palestinian events are watched here most attentively and the Press 
devotes much space to the Anglo-Zionist controversy. The general 
attitude is rather friendly, and it is understood that the Italian 
Government would welcome the holding of the Zionist Congress in 
Abazzia.

Dr. Weizmann in Palestine. 


Strong Police Guard. 


A CAREFUL SURVEY OF .THE SITUATION. 


Dr. Weizmann is strong!y guarded in Palestine by British police, 
who are always stationed near the house occupied by him. 
stated that, as a precaution, he alighted secretly from the train one 
station before Haifa when he arrived in Palestine. These precautions 
have become necessary on account of the strong campaign conducted 
in Palestine against him by Arab agitators who are spreading stories 
throughout the country that the object of his visit to Palestine is to 
take possession of the country for the benefit of the Jews. ° 

Dr. We’ onann is utilising his stay in Palestine for a careful 
survey of t ; situation. He has held conferences with the members 
of the Jewish Agency and the Zionist Executive in Palestine, and 
has visited several Jewish colonies in the Emek Esdraelon, including 
Nahalal and the new spot selected for the Lloyd George colony, 
which will be known as Kfar David, and which will be situated 
between the two existing colonies, Sarona and Hasharon. At Nahalal, 
lr. Weizmann received deputations from a number of colonies, 
which urged him not to resign from his post of President of the 
Vionist Organisation. He arrived in Jerusalem at the end of last week 
and visited the High Commissioner, Sir John Chancellor, as well as 
the offices of the Jewish Agency and of the Jewish Labour Organisa- 
tion in Jerusalem. In the course of his conversation with the High 
Commissioner, he dealt with many of the Jewish problems in 
Palestine, including the possibility of a Round Table Conference 
with the Arab leaders. It is understood that his interview with the 
High Commissioner was of a very friendly character. 

Dr. Weizmann will leave Palestine atthe beginning of April and 
will go straight to London, where he hopes to preside at the dinner 
which will be held at the Savoy Hotel, on llth April, with the 
participation of Mr. Lloyd George, who will be the guest of honour, 
and a large number of Members of Parliament.

view of the opposition to it by some of the Arab leaders who doubted 
the wisdom of such a step and reminded their colleagues of last 
year's experiences and the fact that in the end the boycott benefited 
the Jews rather than harmed them. For, as a result of the boycott, 
the Jews left the purely Arab districts, built their own new trading 
centres, shifted the wholesale businesses to Jewish cities and achieved 
an increase of Jewish agricultural production. 

This time, the proclamation of the boycott is not accompanied 
by much vigour or great enthusiasm. The Arab people is enjoined 
to buy from Jews nothing except land and to sell them everything 
but land. Methods of coercion and intimidation are, however, 
disapproved of. The boycott is to carried out by peaceful and 
orderly means. All of which is the pious wish of the Arab Executive. 
But the rank and file of the Arabs do want to sell land to the Jews 
and do want to buy goods from Jews at prices lower than those they 
often have to pay to the Arab merchants. 

The fever of 1929 has passed; the country is calmer and the 
sponsors of the boycott will have a much harder task to “pull it 
off" than before. Economically, anyway, the Jews of Palestine are 
certainly much more able to withstand the pressure of the boycott 
than they were last time. They are not so easily frightened now. 

It is interesting that, although the cry of asupposed “ anti-Arab 
boycott by Jews” continues unabatingly, there are still thousands 
of Arabs employed to-day by Jewish orange-growers whereas very 
few, if any, Jews ever obtain emp ‘oyment with the Arabs.

agricultural produce per head of the population engaged in agri-. 
culture was £2 per anmum, that of the Jews was £13 per annum. 


The lecturer said that electricity could play an exceedingly useful 
réle in connection with agriculture. The most modern methods were 
being employed in the new colonies, and it would not be long before 
electricity was used for the milking of cows, a system already used 
in Germany. Electricity could also be used very extensively in 
poultry farming. There were considerable tracts of land in the 
Jordan valley suitable for banana growing. The country was also 
suitable in many places for the mulberry tree and for silk produc. 
tion. Industries already established were soap-making and the 
vegetable oils needed for its production could all or mostly be 
supplied from Palestine; building materials, such as Portland 
cement, etc.; tobacco and cigarette manufactures, salt production, 
furniture making, textiles, and silk hosiery, and the pearl industry, 
largely located round Bethlehem.

Pure Milk for Palestine. 
DR. VAN RAALTE’S MISSION.

A Kadoorie Bequest. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S “FAIR” DEAL. 
[From a 

When the late Jewish philanthropist, Mr. Kadoorie, bequeathed 
a considerable sum of money to Palestine and made the Government 
of the country his trustee, he could not have expected that the 
money would, in the first instance, be used for the Arabs. It was 
not very clear from the terms of the will whether the money left 
was intended for the use of the entire population of Palestine or 
that of the Jewish population only. The Government, however, 
interpreted it in the former sense and decided to build two agricultural 
schools—one for Jews, the other for Arabs—" to keep the balance.’ 

As an instance of how this equilibrium is preserved in Palestine 
and of the manner in which the authorities go about carrying out 
the policy of “ fair-deal to both parties,” this case of the Kadoorie 
beguest can be cited, as, perhaps, the most characteristic. In taking 
mivantage of the munificence of this Jewish philanthropist, the first 
thing the Government did was to build an agricultural school in 
Tualkarem for the Arabs. This school is already open and the work 
there is in full swing. It has forty regular pupils and, in addition, 
fifteen teachers from schools in the neighbouring villages take extra 
courses in agriculture there. a 

So far as the Jews are concerned, however, they are still waiting 
for their promised school. A resolution just adopted by the Hebrew 
Teachers’ Union reads: “ In addition to the delay in the erection 
of the Jewish school with half the money earmarked for this purpose, 
several thousand pounds have been taken from the Jewish half 
toward the Arab school at Tulkarem.” The teachers now demand 
that “agricultural instruction be given to our children, and that 


the money taken from the sum destined for:the Jewish school be 
restored.”

Mr. Otto M. Schiff, O.B.E., presided last Sunday afternoon when 
the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Religion 
Classes of the Stoke Newington Synagogue, Shacklewell Lane, was 
held in the Gustave Tuck Hall.

‘The Committee of the Employment Bureau of the Society (7, Mulberry 
Strect, Commercial Road, E.), has issued its twentieth Annual Report. 
The following is an abstract: | 
During the year 1930 there were 765 new applicants for employment, and 
the total new and old applicants for employment was 2,578. Phe number of 
cases sent to vacancies was 1,578, and 419 situations were filled. During the 
twenty years of the Bureau’s existence, situations have been found for over 8,000 


applicants, and the majority of these situations have been held for substantial: 


periods. ‘The work entailed in collecting information and finding situations 


involves a good deal of office work. The books of the Bureau are periodically 
inspected by the London County Council. Mrs. O. Kahnand the Secretary have 
atvended twenty-eight meetings of the After-Care Committees of four East End 
~chools, and have canvassed a number of employers with satisfactory results. 
Che Committee would welcome the assistance of others willing to render part- 
‘ime service of a similar character. Apart from the work of the Bareau, the 
Society co-operates with the World Sabbath Observance League of Berlin, and 
as been instramental in furnishing information as to prevailing conditions 
and legislation in this country affecting~observant Jews, as a guide for the use 
of publie men on the Continent, in connection with proposed legislation for 
compulsory abstention from work on Sundays. The Committee appeal to all 
nembers of the Community to assist them in their endeavour to find situations, 
ar-iewlarty for young persons, under such conditions that they may be encouraged 
‘> observe their religion and become useful members of the Community.

Poor Response to Chief Rabbi's Appeal. 


A Conference of representatives of East London Synagogues, 


convened by the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations, was held 


on Thursday evening in last week at the offices of the Federation 
of Synagogues, Leman Street, E. 

Mr. J. Macnower, who presided, expressed his regret at the poor 
attendance at that meeting, to which 300 invitations had been issued, 
but to which only about twenty had responded. 
meeting was to assist the appeal launched by the Chief Rabbi to 
help the suffering Jews of Russia at Passover. The response of the 
Jews in East London to the Chief Rabbi's appeal had been very poor. 
This was to be greatly deplored among a Community many of the 
members of which had kinsfolk in Russia and knew the facts of the 
terrible position there. Collection Sheets had been sent to the 
Honorary Officers of every Synagogue, but not even five per cent. of 
these sheets had been returned from East London. The present 
position was that 8,000 Jewish families would be provided with flour, 
but they had another 5,000 addresses of destitute families whom 
they wished to provide with a similar gift. The appeal launched by 
the Chief Rabbi had not even raised the funds to cover the cost of 
the 8,000 parcels which had been promised, but the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations had undertaken to see that this obligation 
was honoured. He suggested that a special effort should be made on 
the ensuing Sabbath in every Synagogue to collect over the week- 
end as much as possible for that very worthy cause. 

Rabbi Dr. E. W. KirnzNer, M.A. (Grove Lane Synagogue), moved 
that the Ministers be asked to devote special sermons in support of 
the Chief Rabbi's Appeal on the following Sabbath, and that steps 
be taken to see that every member of a Congregation contributed to 
the sending of at least one parcel of flour to a starving family in 
Russia; further, that u Special Committee be appointed to ensure 
that this was carried out as far as possible. 

The motion was carried, and the following were appointed a 
Special Committee, with power to co-opt members of their own con- 
gregations: Rabbi Dr. Kirzner, Rabbi Lew, Rabbi Singer and Rabbi 
Shpetman.

Relics of Spanish Jewry. 
> 
MACCABEANS LECTURE. 


Under the auspices of the Maccabeans, a lecture was delivered 
at the Hotel Great Central on Sunday evening by Professor Dr. A. S, 
Yahuda, on “Jewish Quarters and Synagogues of Medieval Spain 
and Portugal.’ Sir Philip Hartog. who was to have presided, was 
unable to be present on account of indisposition. Mr. Eric H. Isaacs, 
Hon. Secretary, welcomed Dr. Yahuda on behalf of the Maccabeans. 
Lantern slides of the remains of the old Ghettos and Synagogues in 
Spain and Portugal were shown. 

In the course of bis lecture, Professor Yahuda drew a sketch of 
the cultural and scientific life of Spanish and Portuguese Jewry 
prior to the Expulsion in 1492. The Jews were in Spain five 
hundred years before the Common Era, and in no other country 
had the Jewish people reached such a high standard of culture. 
They loomed large in the eyes of the world, and many occupied 
high positions at court and as diplomats and ministers of the 
Crown. At Granada, Barcelona, Toledo, Seville and other Spanish 
cities there lived great Jewish poets. Two Synagogues remained 
in. Toledo which dated from the 12th century, but they 
were converted into churches and had subsequently become 
national monuments. In Seville there were four churches which 
were originally Synagogues, and there was a street in Cordova which 
bore the name of Moses Maimonides, the great Jewish philosopher. 
Dr. Yahuda said that the great catastrophe that befell the Jews of 
Spain and Portugal in 1492 and 1497 did not put an end to their 
activities. Their spirit lived on in their descendants among whom 
were Lombroso, Grace Aguilar, Max Nordau, David Ricardo, Rodrigues 
Pereira, James Sylvester and Raphael Meldola. That was a galaxy 
of brilliant names of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews who shed 
lustre on their ancestors. 

The Rev. Michael Adler, in moving a vote of thanks for the 
lecture, said that he hoped Dr. Yahuda would publish a book in order 
to give to the world the results of his great researches into the 
lives of the Jews in the Iberian Peninsula. 

Mr. D. Nabarro and Mr. J. M. Amshewitz, seconded and sup- 
ported respectively the vote of thanks, Dr. Yahuda responded.

At the Annual Meeting held last Sunday, at Frankenburg Hous«., 
Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who presided, in moving the adoption of th. 
annual report, said that he wished to draw a comparison betwee), 
to-day and the first years of the existence of the Board which w.; 
established sixty-three years ago. At that period the income ws 
about £800 and the expenditure £720, while to-day the expenditu:. 
was nearly £6,000, and the income did not come near that figure. 
Sixty years ngo 525 poor persons were relieved, while last year th» 
figure was 2,172. In 1874 five loans were granted as compared with 15°) 
loans’ amounting {to £1,594. last year. The subscriptions last yon) 
were only £1,908, which he considered a miserable sum from « 
Community like Manchester, and were it not for the generou; 
grant of the Manchester Corporation the Board would be unab|. 
to carry on its work. During the year a Sub-Committee con. 
sisting of Messrs. Classick, Lisbona, Finklestone and Shaer, bac 
revised the laws and by-laws, and he paid a tribute to the excellent 
manner in which they carried out their task, He regretted to observ. 
the high rentals charged by certain landlords for miserable rooms ; 
such shameful profiteering should certainly be abolished. He was 
pleased at the innovation whereby the Executive had now the right 
to grant up to £25 for a deserving case without mentioning the name. 

Mr. NEVILLE FINBURGH, in seconding the motion, regretted the 
absence of Mr. Frischmann, the Senior Treasurer. He regretted to 
state that all. the items of income had been reduced, and the 
number of subscribers had dropped by sixty. He paid a tribute to 
the services of Councillor Mrs. Nathan Laski, who, no doubt, was 
instrumental in obtaining the generous grant of £2,000 from tlic 
Manchester Corporation, but that could not be relied upon every 
year. While the income was decreasing, a sum of £600 more hail 
necessarily to be spent on relief. [t was pitiful to note the difficu!!,\ 
the Board had to get their subscribers to pay regularly. AS many 
as 850 families in Manchester did not subscribe to the Board's funds. 

The motion was supported by Mr. P. LAZARUS, and adopted.

of Leeds, who presided. It was the first time in the history of the 
local Jewish Community that a Lord Mayor had presided over any 
communal function.

Referring 
to the annual report, the Lord Mayor said it showed that among tho 
Jewish Community there was a tremendous desire to serve their 
fellow-creatures, and it was a pleasing feature of communal! life to 
find that spirit existing. The Jews seemed to have a real spirit of 
service. The Jewish Community was sufficiently large and important 
in Leeds and it had done such efficient service, that he was sure 
that the time had arrived when they should have a Jew holding the 
position of Lord Mayor of the city. | 

The Rev. Dr. J. ABELSON, M.A. (Hon. Secretary) submitted the 
annual report, which showed a total income of £6,022 and a total 
expenditure of £6,317. While tendering thanks to the Leeds 
Public Assistance Committee, for the sum of £250 received this year 
in recognition of the charitable work done by the Board, the report 
expressed the hope that it might be possible to receive an augmented 
grant in future years. The Victor Lightman Loan Fund advanced 
no less than 443 loans during the year, which represented an 
aggregate sum of nearly £9,000,

Investments and Securities.

General market conditions are not particularly active. The 
approaching holidays and many sporting events have 4 restricting 
influence upon business. For the greater part, however, the tone is 
reasonably confident. There is strength in the market for British 
(Government securities owing to the fact that the Bank of England is 
able to secure gold as it becomes available im the open market. This 
to some extent is offset by the prospects of a heavy deficit in the 
Budget, but prices for most high class investment stocks are very well 
maintained. Foreign Government securities, which about a week 
ago were in request, are now more subdued. A steep reaction in 
Brazilian Government securities following a fresh drop in the exehange 
has once again undermined confidence and certain political develop- 
ments on the Continent of Europe have checked the demand for such 
securities. The railway markets are holding their own reasonably 
well. It is expected that home railway stocks will return into favour 
if the labour situation is reasonably settled. South African gold 
shares are suffering a little from profit-taking prior to the holidays, 
but most of the leading industrial shares are well maintained although 
the shares of the two big gramophone companies are less in fayour now 
that news has been received that the two concerns are to join forces, 
There is very little interest in either oil or rubber. General opinion 
is that markets may remain somewhat subdued until the holidays, but 
that there are prospeets of improvement once the current account 
is 


Vickers Results. 

A very creditable showing is made by Vickers, Limited, for the vear 
ended December 3ist last, despite a decrease in the gross profit from

MINISTRY OF HEALTH’S APPEAL.—The House of Lords on Monday 
allowed the appeal of the Mimister of Health against a decision of the 
Court of Appeal, which, reversing a judgment of a Divisional Court, 
quashed an order of the Minister approving an improvement scheme by 
the Liverpool Corporation under the Housing Act, 1925. A rule nisi had 
been granted at the instance of Mr. Abraham Yaffé, an estate agent, of 
Liverpool, (The previous hearing of the case was reported in our issuc of 
April 18th, 1930.) 


DIVORCE—The decree nisi in the following Matrimonial Cause has 
been made absolute ; Samuel v. Samuel and Davies. 


ALLEGED GAMING DEBT.—A sequel to a visit to the gaming tables 
at Biarritz was an action brought before Mr. Justice Wright in the King’s 
iench Division by the Société Fermiere des Casinos de Biarritz against 
Mr. SCHACHNA MOSCHA SALOMON, of St. dames’s Place, and Park Lodge, 
Park Place, Knightsbridge. Plaintiffs claimed £2,549, with interest 
at 6 per cent, from September 7th, 1950, as money due under a deed made 
in favour of the plaintiffs by the defendant. Liability was denied on the 
vround that it was a gamblingdebt. Mr. Gilbert Beyfus, for the plaintiffs, 
said that under the deed the defendant agreed ta pay the debt on or before 
January 3lst last, but nothing was paid. On September 7th last Mr. 
Salomon went to the Casino authorities and asked how much he owed in 
respect of money advanced to him for the purpose of gambling. Ulti- 
mately defendant entered into a deed agreeing to pay £2,500 in three 
months. A cheque was given and also, as security, an oil painting, 
which defendant said was valued at about £6,000, and not less than 
£4,000. Mr. Beyfus contended that his clients were entitled to recover, 
as the claim was based on a deed, and the debt was recoverable both in 
Bngland and in France. Mr. R. 5. Bacon said that Mr. Salomon was the 
managing director of the International Art Galleries, and was now abroad. 
Mr. Beyfus said that if necessary he would ask leave to amend the claim 
alternatively to one for money lent. Mr. Bacon contended that this 
raised an entirely new question. The hearing was adjourned. 


PRAUDULENT MISREPRESENTATION ALLEGED,—In the King’s 
Bench Division, before Lord Darling on Thursday in last week the jury 
found for the plaintiff and awarded him £9,575 against all four defendants 
in the action in which Mr. William Ernest Clifton, of West Hill Avenue, 
Epsom, Surrey, claimed damages for alleged fraudulent misrepresentation 
against Mr. FRED BADEN POWELL WEl!IL, of Abercorn Place, N.W., Mr.

Passover. 


By AUNTIE. 

IME appears to me to rur on greased 
wheels. It seems but a few days 
ago that I was writing of the lessons 
of Passover. and now the great 

Festival of Freedom is at hand again, and I 
have once more to convey my greetings to 
youall. Passover is the most distinctively 
Jewish of all the festivals in the calendar, the 
one that is a real test of Jewish loyalty, and 
non-observance of which denotes a severance 
of Jewish ties and a repudiation of Jewish 
responsibilities. 
FREEDOM. 

I was writing lest week of the Jewish 
passion for peace. Equal to it is the Jewish 
fervour for freedom. There can be no human 
happiness without liberty. The slave is 
robbed of the most precious part of his man- 
hood. I mentioned in my Chat on peace that 
the Ten Commandments throughout mmplicitly 
picture a world in which peace is to reign. It 
is noteworthy that the mora! world of which 
the Ten Commandments are the foundation, 
must be a world in which man is free. The 
God that speaks on Sinai is the Lord that 
“ brought thee forth from the land of Egypt, 
out of the House of Bondace.” Oppression, 
the restriction of man’s physical and spiritual 
freedom—these denote the negation of 
morality. Moses. in his demands to Pharaoh, 
Was more concerned with spiritual liberty 
than physical freedom. The people were to 
be set free “ that they may serve Me.” Moses 
told Pharaoh in the name of God. That re- 
demption was not to apply only to the adults: 
“ We will go with our young and with our 
old, with our sons and with our daughters.” 

A FESTIVAL FOR THE YOUNG. 

This insistence on the association of the 
young people with the spiritual mission of 
Israel has been made a cardinal tenet of 
Judaism, which is not a religion merely for 
grown-ups but essentially one for Young 
Israel, just as Passover has been made. for 
that very reason, a young people's Festival. 
The Seder, with its poetry and its symbolism, 
its jingling tunes and rollicking rhymes, is 
intended to interest and captivate the children. 
But they must try to understand the ideas 
behind it all. Passover calls for a renewal of 
Jewish loyalties, for pledges of faithfulness 
to the great ideals for which Judaism stands, 
its lofty morality, its conception of service, its 
demand for the highest self-sacrifice and the 
devotion of self to the interests of Humanity. 

ISRAEL IN EGYPT. 

There is one lesson of the story of Passover 
which deserves emphasis. The question might 
be asked whether Moses might not have ful- 
filled much of his spiritual mission while 
Israel was still in Egypt. Could not the Ten 
Commandments have been proclaimed in 
Goshen? Why was it necessary that the 
people should be taken to Sinai? There is 
asimple answer to these questions. Apart 
from the principle of liberty which was in- 
volved, Israel in Egypt was subject to 
influences which were the very opposite of all 
that is taught in the Torah. The Egyptians 
were idolators whose religion was based on 
ideas of death and not of life. Human life 
was of little account. Morality, as we under- 
stand it, did not exist, and though the 
Egyptians were great craftsmen they lacked 
the capacity to build for human happiness. 
As the Chief Rabbi well puts it; “ Israel 


while in Egypt was yet but a child, and was 
not strong enough to withstand Egypt im 
Egypt. Only out of Egypt could it grow, 
uncontaminated by noxious infinences of a 
decadent civilisation. Only when liberated 
from the contagion of a nation of mere childish 
stammerers in the things of the Spirit, could 
it flourish. and fill the earth with the glad 
tidings of a God of holiness and pity, and 
the message of Righteousness to men and 
nations.” Similarly, Abraham went ‘orth 
from Ur of the Chaldees, no mean city, as we 
kuow from recent excavations, because in that 
home of idolatry he knew he could not set up 
a teligion which worshipped, not sticks and 
stones, but the God of heaven and earth. In 
the “ Boraitha of Rabbi Meir.” included with 
the Ethics of the Fathers. we read: “ Rabbi 
José. the son of Kisma. said, ‘I was once 
walking by the way, when a man met me and 


saiuted me, and 1 returned the salutation. 


He said to me, Rabbi, from what place art 
thou ? I said to him, I have come from a great 
city of sages and scribes. He said to me: If 
thou art willing to dwell with us in our place, 
I will give thee a million golden dinars and 
precious stones and pearls. |! said to him: 
Wert thon to give me all the silver and gold 
and precious stones and pearls in the world, 
I would not dwell anywhere but in a home of 
the Torah.” The lesson is that if we would 
be good Jews we must place ourselves under 
Jewish influences and flee from surroundings 
that would wean us from our ancestral faith. 
No advantages of wealth and position could 
compensate for the loss of the happiness and 
peace which Judaism confers on al! its loyal 
adherents.
